copies  of  said  Tax  Book  of  1914  to  be  bound  in  paper  covers.

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

OF 

PATRICK  J.  BOYLE,  Mayor 

January  5,  1914 


To  the  Honorable  the  Representative  Council  and  the  Hoaorable  the 

• 

Board  of  Aldermen : 

The  City  Treasurer  has  kindly  furnished  me  with  the  following 
statement  of  the  City's  finances  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  : 

Amount  of  bonded  debt  $1,192,000.00 
Annual  interest  on  same  42,555.00 

Amount  unpaid  coupons  2,660.00 

Amoun  t  of  notes  outstanding  75, 000. 00 


Total  gross  debt  $1,312,215.00 

Amount  of  Sinking  Funds  $445,253.91 


Amount  of  net  debt  $866,961.09 

Cash  in  City  Treasury  $35,450.24 

Receipts,  including  loans  1,171,539.38 

Expenditures,  including  loans  1,102,949.24 

The  apparent  deficit  of  approximately  $34,000  in  the  cash  account 
is  due  to  that  amount  being  held  in  reserve,  having  been  already  ap- 
propriated for  specific  purposes,  and  therefore  not  usable  for  current 
transactions.  It  consists  of  unpaid  claims,  bills  contracted,  balances 
reserved  under  the  State  law  and  not  available  for  municipal  ac- 
counts, and  balances  of  play-ground  bond  receipts,  etc. 

During  the  past  year  the  bonded  indebtedness  has  been  reduced 
$4,000,  that  amount  of  bonds  having  matured  and  $20,000  in  notes  have 
been  cancelled.  During  the  year  also,  the  permanent  debt  has  been 
increased  by  $125,000,  owing  to  the  issue  of  bonds  for  the  Police  Sta- 
tion, Beach  improvement  and  Play-grounds,  making  thereto  a  net  in- 
crease of  $121,000. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Funds  should  be 
perused  by  you  and  will  prove  instructive  and  interesting  reading  and 
inform  you  as  to  the  character  of  the  investments  which  the  Commis-

sioners  have  so  profitably  negotiated.  In  fact  the  reports  of  all  the 
heads  of  departments  should  invite  your  attention,  for  therein  you  will 
learn  in  detail  the  affairs  of  the  departments,  how  your  money  is  ex- 
pended and  who  receives  it. 

Sufficient  time  it  seems  to  me  has  elapsed  to  observe  any  defects 
in  our  City  Charter  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  such  are  in  evidence 
and  that  we  should  take  the  earliest  opportunity  to  correct  them.  It 
is  a  subject  of  general  comment  that  our  system  of  government  com- 
prises too  large  a  membership  and  our  experience  has  thus  far  taught 
us  that  as  a  consequence  it  is  unwieldy  and  expensive  ;  that  owing  to 
its  size  its  proceedings  are  monotonously  prolonged,  with  the  loss  of 
watchful  interest  and  proper  deliberation  ;  that  practically  the  Repre- 
sentative Council,  aside  from  its  functions  of  appropriation  and  legis- 
lation, is  not  much  more  than  a  delegating  body  whose  actions  are  to  a 
certain  extent  of  a  confirmative  nature  practically  -the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen and  particularly  the  Committee  of  Twenty-five  constituting 
the  active  working  agencies. 

The  present  charter,  unlike  our  former  charters,  contains  no  pro- 
vision whereby  the  members  of  the  Representative  Council  become  in- 
eligible to  hold  offices  of  emolument.  The  possibilities  in  the  absence 
of  such  prohibitive  clause  are  many,  demoralizing  and  pregnant  with 
temptation.  It  is  possible  under  the  present  charter  for  members  by 
combining  issues  to  perpetuate  themselves  in  salaried  offices.  It  is 
also  possible  under  conditions  less  favorable  •  than  now  exist  for  an 
office-holder  to  use  his  advantageous  position  unfairly  and  to  the  injustice 
of  competitors  for  public  work  and  to  the  detriment  of  public  affairs. 
From  every  point  of  view  it  must  be  clearly  evident  that  to  safeguard 
the  city's  interests  a  member  of  the  Representative  Council  and  a 
salaried  official  should  not  be  the  same  person  and  if  so,  he  should  be 
debarred  from  engaging  in  other  business  with  the  city. 

The  election  annually  by  the  Representative  Council  of  city  officials 
is  not  consistent  with  sound  business  principles  and  in  some  instances 
js  sure  to  lead  to  the  selection  of  inexperienced  and  inefficient  office- 
holders with  the  results  plainly  injurious  to  the  public  service.  To  ob- 
tain the  best  ends  permanency  in  the  tenure  of  office  should  be  the 
principle  to  guide  us.  Why  this  struggle  and  scramble  for  office  every 
year  and  the  subjecting  of  faithful,  efficient  employees  to  the  whims 
and  threats  of  those  whom  they  may  have  displeased  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  ? 

The  charter  provides  for  the  removal  of  officials  for  sufficient  cause 
and  this  provision  should  be  assurance  enough  for  the  full  and  efficient 
performance  of  duty  and  the  sooner  we  adopt  and  apply  civil  service 
rules  in  the  workings  of  the  various  departments  the  better  will  public 
business  be  transacted. 

The  condition  of  Third  street  at  present,  the  only  approach  to  the 
Training  Station,  is  highly  discreditable  to  the  city,  extremely  danger-

ous  and  at  times  almost  impassable.  It  is  a  source  of  constant  com- 
plaint, and  with  the  most  justifiable  cause,  from  those  who  are  obliged 
to  travel  over  it.  If  we  wish  to  show  our  appreciation  of  what  we 
realize  the  Training  Station  means  to  Newport  the  least  we  can  do  and 
do  it  now  is  to  meet  with  deference  and  consideration  these  reasonable 
demands  and  this  year  provide  the  means  sufficient  to  put  Third  street 
in  proper  repair  and  for  widening  the  same.  I  am  given  to  understand 
that  the  naval  authorities  are  willing  to  co-operate  by  contributing  a 
strip  of  the  hospital  grounds  and  your  Honorable  Body  should  promptly 
take  the  steps  necessary  to  negotiate  to  this  end. 

If  my  information  and  understanding  are  correct  the  project  of 
the  Washington  Street  Boulevard  has  reverted  to  your  Honorable 
Body.  Many  of  you  are  familiar  with  the  history  of  this  enterprise 
and  it  will  be  recalled  that  opposition  from  quarters  whose  activity  in 
the  matter  can  hardly  be- characterized  as  wholly  disinterested  has 
blocked  time  and  again  the  realization  of  this  great  public  work.  The 
exact  status  of  the  boulevard  question  is  that  the  courts  have  decided 
that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  condemning  the  land  necessary  for  the 
road,  having  acted  before  an  appropriation  to  pay  for  the  same  had 
been  made  by  the  Representative  Council,  acted  illegally.  As  I  have 
frequently  pointed  out  the  mutual  advantages  to  be  derived  from  this 
boulevard,  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  repeat  them. 

I  recommend  that  this  project  be  not  abandoned,  that  the  neces- 
sary proceedings  be  re-opened  and  that  all  preliminary  matters  be  pre- 
pared and  submitted  to  you  so  that  the  necessary  appropriation  may 
be  made  for  the  construction  of  the  boulevard. 

There  are  streets  in  all  sections  of  the  city,  many  of  them  long  in 
use  and  built  up  upon  both  sides,  without  granolithic  sidewalks  as  the 
numerous  petitions  presented  to  you  will  bear  witness.  I  believe  they 
should,  in  all  fairness  to  the  abutters  who  pay  taxes,  be  given  consider- 
ation and  that  ample  appropriations  should  be  made  to  begin  this  work 
as  early  as  the  weather  will  permit. 

These  taxpayers  who  have  no  sidewalks,  not  only  suffer  the  incon- 
venience and  discomforts  resulting  therefrom  but  must  also  pay  their 
share  of  the  bonds  which  were  issued  for  their  construction  and  which 
their  more  fortunate  neighbors  now  enjoy.  This  unjust  discrimination 
should  be  removed.  At  least  $10,000  annually  should  be  set  aside  until 
the  system  of  our  sidewalks  shall  be  complete. 

The  noise  and  danger  resulting  from  the  condition  of  the  Thames 
Street  pavement  are  increasing  and  something  should  be  done  to  bring 
about  a  remedy.  I  would  suggest  that  the  City  Engineer  be  consulted 
as  to  the  best  means  possible  to  abate  this  nuisance  which|greatly  ob- 
structs business  and  affects  the  nerves  of.  those  engaged  therein. 

The  harbor  along  the  waterfront  thould  be  dredged  to  a  sufficient 
width  and  depth  to  permit  the  safe  transaction  of  business  by  those 
citizens  who  are  obliged  to  use  it.    Under  present  conditions  they  are 
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put  to  great  expense  and  inconvenience  owing  to  the  shallowness  of 
the  channel.  To  allow  these  conditions  to  continue  is  unfair  and  un- 
just and  in  many  ways  an  injury  to  the  business  interests  of  the  city. 
In  my  opinion  the  city  is  as  much  bound  by  duty  to  provide  adequate 
facilities  for  these  business  interests  along  the  water  front  at  it  is  for 
those  in  any  other  public  thoroughfare.  Many  petitions  have  been 
presented  to  your  Honorable  Body  without  redress  and  I  would  recom- 
mend that  you  investigate  this  matter,  and  I  am  confident  that  after 
doing  so  you  will  be  convinced  of  the  necessity  for  this  essential  im- 
provement. 

I  understand  there  is  on  the  table  of  the  Representative  Council 
an  ordinance  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  recently  enacted  state  law 
which  would  regulate  and  control  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  bill- 
boards. In  my  opinion  this  ordinance  has  been  carefully  prepared  and 
if  enacted  would  greatly  assist  in  enhancing  the  beauty  of  our  city  and 
its  environments  and  would  in  great  measure  eliminate  the  nuisance 
common  to  maintenance  of  such  structures. 

I  recommend  that  this  ordinance  be  printed,  the  members  of  the 
Council  furnished  with  a  copy  and  it  be  given  your  consideration  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment. 

It  has  always  been  questionable  whether  the  extinguishing  of  the 
street  lights  by  the  police  is  a  proper  and  profitable  employment  of 
their  services.  If  it  be  so  then  it  is  asked,  "  Why  not  have  them  light 
them?"  I  believe  that  time  has  come  for  the  illuminating  corpor- 
ation to  extinguish  the  lights  and  to  make  this  concession  without  cost 
to  the  city  and  without  increase  in  lighting  rates,  thereby  giving  the 
Police  Department  the  fullest  freedom  in  the  performance  of  its 
legitimate  functions. 

The  belief  seems  quite  prevalent  that  there  should  be  a  reorgani- 
zation of  the  Fire  Department,  both  as  to  its  equipment  and  personnel. 
As  an  institution-,  a  spirit  actuated  by  memories  of  the  past  apparently 
hampers  its  proper  development  along  up-to-date  lines  and  too  tradition 
seems  to  retard  its  full  efficiency.  It  should  be  reduced  in  member- 
ship, its  effectiveness  increased  by  the  substitution  of  motor  for  horse- 
drawn  apparatus  and  by  a  new  and  better  arrangement  generally.  I 
am  fully  aware  that  these  recommendations  will  strike  no  responsive 
chord  in  some  circles  but  for  the  best  interests  of  the  whole  you  should 
consider  this  matter  without  delay  and  with  an  eye  single  to  the  gen- 
eral welfare.  I  believe  that  reduced  cost  and  increased  efficiency 
would  result. 

A  joint  committee  of  the  Representative  Council  and  Board  of 
Health  was  authorized  by  your  Honorable  Body  early  in  1911  to  con- 
sider the  disposal  of  household  waste.  This  committee  visited  several 
cities  and  inspected  various  kinds  of  cremation  plants  and  in  an  ex- 
haustive report  to  the  Representative  Council  of  that  year  strongly 
recommended  the  adoption  of  a  disposal  plant  of  the  destructer  type. 
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The  committee  having  seen  the  plant  they  recommend  in  operation 
expressed  the  confident  belief  that  it  is  of  sufficient  power  and  ca- 
pacity to  destroy  the  garbage  and  ashes  in  a  sanitary  and  economical 
way  and  would  be  in  every  respect  incomparably  preferable  to  our 
present  crude  and  antiquated  method.  You  are  doubtless  aware  that 
we  have  reached  the  last  of  available  dumping  grounds  and  that  further 
delay  in  discontinuing  present  methods  will  add  to  the  already  too  great 
cost  of  disposing  of  the  garbage  and  ashes. 

I  would  strongly  urge  you  to  take  up  the  report  of  the  committee 
and  act  in  accordance  with  their  recommendations  for  the  construction 
of  a  destructer.  I  consider  this  one  of  the  most  important  duties  that 
will  confront  you  this  year  and  am  of  the  opinion  that  even  if  you  should 
give  this  matter  your  immediate  action  the  necessity  for  such  a  plant 
will  be  apparent  before  you  will  be  able  to  have  it  in  operation. 

It  was  in  1905,  if  I  remember  correctly,  that  I  first  drew  attention 
to  the  desirability  of  the  two  local  street  railways  entering  into  an 
agreement  whereby  a  transfer  system  between  them  could  be  arranged. 
Since  that  time  a  number  of  committees  have  been  appointed  to  con- 
fer with  the  railroad  officials  but  nothing  definite  has  been  accom- 
plished. It  is  the  general  opinion  that  such  a  transfer  system  would  be 
mutually  beneficial,  the  increased  number  of  passengers  being  more 
than  enough  to  offset  the  difference  in  reduction  of  fares. 

The  good  will  of  the  public  is  generally  considered  a  valuable  asset 
in  other  communities  although  such  an  idea  has  apparently  yet  to  enter 
the  gray  matter  of  those  who  direct  our  street  car  system.  During 
the  past  year  you  have  been  generous  to  the  Newport  &  Fall  River 
Street  Railway  Company.  During  our  summer  season  they  have  prac- 
tically taken  full  possession  of  Spring  St. ,  Franklin  St. ,  Levin  St. , 
Bath  Rd. ,  and  also  a  considerable  portion  of  Broadway.  These  privi- 
leges of  great  value  have  not  resulted  in  adequate  returns  to  the  city. 
Let  us  trust  that  a  transfer  system  will  be  in  operation  before  further 
privileges  are  granted  to  the  street  railway  company. 

Notwithstanding  the  appointment  two  years  ago  by  your  Honora- 
ble Body  of  a  committee  to  provide  tablets  to  mark  the  historical 
places  in  Newport  it  is  regretfully  evident  that  nothing  has  been  done, 
to  index,  as  it  were,  these  chapters  In  our  local  history. 

We  have  many  places  of  historical  interest  in  which  we  should 
justly  take  pride  and  it  should  be  our  endeavor  that  their  significance 
be  fully  brought  out  for  the  education  and  edification  of  citizens  and 
visitors. 

In  connection  herewith  I  would  suggest  .that  the  plot  of  land,  at 
present  an  eye-sore,  intersecting  Thames  and  Farewell  streets,  be 
acquired  by  the  City  and  named  Ellery  Park,  in  perpetuation  of  the 
memory  of  one  of  Newport's  most  famous  sons,  the  illustrious  William 
Ellery,  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 
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This  lot  facing  the  Liberty  Tree  would  have  a  historical  signifi- 
cance doubly  impressive.  I  would  respectfully  urge  that  you  give  this 
matter  your  earliest  attention. 

The  resolution  which  is  to  be  presented  to  you  calling  for  the  ap- 
propriation of  the  balance  of  the  $2,500  placed  in  the  budget  last  year 
for  the  furtherance  of  the  project  of  Naval  Base  in  Narragansett  Bay 
should  meet  with  your  favorable  action. 

The  advantages  of  Narragansett  Bay  for  an  institution  of  this  kind 
have  long  been  known,  in  fact,  previous  to  the  Revolution  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  British  Government  to  establish  such  a  base  and  the 
evolution  in  the  types  of  war  vessels  has  not  changed  the  facilities 
which  our  magnificent  harbor  and  bay  offer  for  the  proper  accommo- 
dation of  the  ships  of  our  Navy. 

Newport  has  fared  well  at  the  hands  of  the  Navy  Department  and 
it  should  be  our  endeavor  and  purpose  to  co-operate  with  the  officials 
and  to  pledge  our  untiring  efforts  to  obtain  for  our  city  the  rank  and 
prestige  which  should  be  hers  by  right  of  natural  advantage. 

What  is  known  as  "city  planning"  has  become  one  of  the  live 
issues  of  the  day  in  all  progressive  communities.  Its  influence  is  in 
active  evidence  in  Newport,  I  am  happy  to  say,  and  should  make  for 
our  city's  welfare,  if  not  directed  towards  the  attainment  of  projects 
of  metropolitan  proportions. 

The  probability  of  failure  is  fairly  plain  to  my  mind  because  of  the 
too  great  elaborateness  of  the  proposed  schemes  of  its  promoters  ap- 
parent disregard  of  our  financial  resources— current  and  prospective— 
and  of  the  magnitude  of  the  many  projects  contemplated. 

It  appears  to  me  in  connection  with  work  of  this  kind,  the  para- 
mount features  of  interest  to  our  citizens  are  the  widening  of  Bath 
Road  and  the  construction  of  the  Washington  Street  Boulevard,  and  if 
within  the  next  two  years  we  are  able  to  accomplish  the  completion 
of  these  improvements  we  will  have  sincere  cause  for  congratulations. 

I  believe  their  realization  to  be  possible  with  the  timely  co-opera- 
tion of  those  public  spirited  citizens  who  have  already  contributed  so 
generously  to  beautify  and  enrich  Newport. 

Aquidneck  Park,  the  munificent  gift  to  the  City  of  Mr.  George 
Gordon  King,  should  receive  our  earliest  attention,  in  recognition  of 
our  appreciation  of  his  princely  generosity.  I  would  recommend  that 
the  Park  Commission  be  allowed  sufficient  funds  to  enable  them  this 
year  to  repair  the  sidewalks,  improve  the  grass  banks,  etc. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  say  that  there  is  scarcely  a  new  recom- 
mendation or  suggestion  in  the  foregoing.  I  have  had  the  honor  many 
times  to  submit  them  for  the  consideration  of  your  predecessors  and  to 
me  they  have  become  landmarks  of  time.  That  they  may  remind  you 
of  its  passage  they  are  again  presented  as  work  that  still  remains  to 
be  done  and  as  an  expression  of  hope  that  the  year  that  lies  before  us 
will  be  fruitful  in  accomplishment. 


New  City  Charter  of  the  City  of  Newport 


An  Act  to  Revise,  Consolidate  and  Amend  the  Act  Entitled  "An 
Act  Incorporating  the  City  of  Newport,"  and  the  Several  Acts  in 
Amendment  Thereof  and  in  Addition  Thereto,  Passed  April  2, 
1875. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Newport  shall  continue 
to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  "  City  of  New- 
port/' and,  as  such,  shall  continue  to  have,  exercise,  and  enjoy  all  the 
rights,  immunities,  powers,  privileges  and  franchises,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  now  incumbent  on  or  pertain- 
ing to  said  city  as  a  municipal  corporation,  or  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of 
this  state  ;  so  far  as  the  same  shall  not  be  altered  by  this  act,  or  by 
any  acts  in  amendment  thereof.  They  may  ordain  and  publish  such  ordi- 
nances and  regulations  as  shall  be  needful  to  the  good  order  of  the  said 
body  politic,  and  may  inflict  fines  and  penalties  for  the  breach  thereof, 
not  exceeding,  for  any  offence,  twenty  dollars  and  ten  days'  imprison- 
ment. 

Sec.  2.  The  government  and  control  of  all  fiscal,  prudential,  and 
municipal  affairs  of  said  city,  unless  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Representative  Council,  and  unless  otherwise  specially  provided, 
all  the  general  or  special  powers  conferred  by  statute  upon  city  coun- 
cils shall  in  the  City  of  Newport  be  and  hereby  are  vested  in  the  said 
Representative  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  Representative  Council  shall  consist  of  one  hundred 
and  ninety-five  members  to  be  elected  as  follows  :  At  the  first  election 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  electors  of  each  ward  qualified  to  vote 
on  any  proposition  to  impose  a  tax  or  for  the  expenditure  of  money 
shall  elect  thirty-nine  members  who  shall  reside  in  the  ward  for  which 
they  are  elected,  thirteen  of  whom  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  thirteen  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  thirteen  for  the  term  of 
three  years  ;  and  thereafter  the  electors  of  each  ward  shall  annually 
in  like  manner  elect  thirteen  members  to  serve  three  years,  and  shall 
also  at  such  election  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  exist  for  the  unexpired 
term. 

Sec.  4.  The  executive  powers  of  the  city,  except  as  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Representative  Council  shall  be  vested  in  a  Mayor  who 
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shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  general  officers, 
and  in  five  aldermen,  one  from  each  ward,  to  be  elected  by  the  electors 
of  the  city  qualified  to  vote  on  any  proposition  to  impose  a  tax  or  for 
the  expenditure  of  money.  Each  alderman  shall  be  an  elector  in  the 
ward  for  which  he  is  nominated,  and  the  nominee  for  each  ward  receiv- 
ing the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  alderman  for  that  ward. 

Sec.  5.  The  Representative  Council  shall  meet  annually  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January  at  12  o'clock  noon,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
they  shall  adjourn  to  or  by  rule  prescribe  ;  they  shall  also  meet  upon 
the  written  request  of  twenty-five  members  or  upon  the  request  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  the  request  for  such  meeting  to  be  filed  with  the 
City  Clerk. 

Sec.  6.  The  Representative  Council  shall  choose  a  chairman  from 
their  number  who  shall  preside  at  their  meetings.  The  City  Clerk 
shall  act  as  Clerk  of  the  Representative  Council. 

Sec.  7.  The  Chairman  of  the  Representative  Council  shall  an- 
nually at  the  first  meeting  in  January  appoint  a  committee  of  twenty- 
five  members,  five  members  from  each  ward,  which  committee  shall 
consider  the  subject  of  the  annual  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  make  report  thereon  at  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Representa- 
tive Council,  which  report  shall  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the  voters 
qualified  to  vote  upon  the  expenditure  of  money  at  least  seven  days 
before  said  adjourned  meeting. 

Sec.  8.  Any  vacancy  in  the  Representative  Council  from  any 
ward  may  be  filled  by  the  members  from  such  ward  from  among  the 
qualified  electors  of  such  ward  for  and  during  the  remainder  of  the 
current  municipal  year. 

Sec.  9.  The  Representative  Council  may  determine  the  rules  of 
its  procedure  and  judge  of  the  election  of  its  members.  A  majority  of 
all  the  members  of  the  Representative  Council  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  doing  business,  but  a  less  number  may  organize  temporarily 
and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time.  All  meetings  of  the  Representa- 
tive Council  shall  be  held  with  open  doors,  and  the  records  of  their 
proceedings  shall  be  kept  by  the  City  Clerk  and  shall  be  open  to  public 
inspection.  Subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  determined  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Representative  Council,  any  taxpayer  or  voter  of 
the  city  may  speak,  but  not  vote,  at  such  meetings.  The  members 
thereof  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services  as  members  of 
the  Representative  Council. 

Sec.  10.  The  Representative  Council  shall  have  power  to  levy  and 
collect  taxes  for  all  purposes  for  which  towns  or  cities  are  authorized 
to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  and  to  appropriate  and  expend  the  same  as 
they  are  or  may  be  authorized  by  law  ;  to  make  ordinances  and  regu- 
lations for  the  government  of  said  city,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
by  law,  relative  to  streets,  sidewalks,  and  highways,  and  to  the  order- 
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ing  of  the  same  to  be  made,  and  to  mending,  paving,  cleaning  and 
lighting  the  same ;  to  landing  places,  wharves,  the  anchoring  and 
mooring  of  vessels,  and  to  injuries  and  encroachments  upon  the  river 
and  harbor ;  to  the  fire  department  of  said  city,  and  the  protection  of 
said  city  from  fires  ;  to  the  police  department,  and  the  security  of  the 
city  from  riotous  and  disorderly  persons  ;  to  taverns,  cookshops,  oyster 
houses,  and  all  places  of  entertainment;  to  public  shows,  entertain- 
ments, exhibitions  and  spectacles,  and  the  licensing  or  prohibition 
thereof ;  to  the  construction,  use  and  regulation  of  theatres  and  all 
public  places  of  amusement ;  to  the  public  health  ;  to  public  burying 
grounds,  and  the  burial  of  the  dead  ;  to  foot  or  sidewalks  in  the  streets, 
and  to  posts,  gutters,  drains,  signs,  steps,  cellar  doors,  windows  and 
lamps  therein  ;  and  shall  have  power  to  make  ordinances  and  regula- 
tions necessary  to  the  welfare  of  said  city  and  all  other  general  powers 
necessary  for  the  government  of  said  city  not  inconsistent  with  law. 

Sec.  11.  The  Representative  Council  shall  also  have  power  to 
inflict  penalties  for  the  breach  of  any  such  ordinances  :  Provided,  that 
such  ordinances  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  state  and  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  offenders  from 
the  punishment  or  penalty  already  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  state 
for  any  of  the  offences  herein-described.  All  penalties  provided  for 
by  any  ordinance  of  said  city  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  said  city, 
or  to  such  persons  and  uses  as  shall  be  by  such  ordinances  prescribed  ; 
and  they  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

Sec.  12.  The  Representative  Council  at  the  beginning  of  each 
municipal  year  shall  elect  a  City  Treasurer,  a  City  Clerk,  a  Judge  of 
Probate,  a  Probate  Clerk,  a  Collector  of  Taxes,  a  City  Solicitor,  one 
Assessor  of  Taxes,  and  all  such  other  city  or  municipal  officers  pro- 
vided for  by  the  laws  of  this  state  or  otherwise  as  may  be  necessary  or 
proper,  and  for  the  term  provided  by  law ;  and  they  shall  also  elect 
from  time  to  time  all  such  officers  as  may  be  needful  or  proper  to 
carry  into  execution  the  powers  of  said  city  unless  the  appointment  of 
such  officers  be  prohibited  or  the  mode  of  their  election  be  otherwise 
specially  prescribed  by  law  ;  and  may  provide  by  ordinance  or  other- 
wise for  the  election  of  such  other  officers  as  are  not  hereinbefore 
designated,  and  shall  have  power  to  employ  heads  of  departments  and 
such  other  officers  as  they  may  see  fit.  They  may  delegate  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  the  election  of  any  officers  not  specially  named  or 
not  by  special  act  required  to  be  elected  by  the  Representative 
Council. 

Sec.  13.  The  Representative  Council  shall  fix  the  salaries  and 
define  the  duties  of  all  city  officers  except  otherwise  provided  by  law. 
The  salaries  shall  be  fixed  before  the  election  of  the  officers  and  shall 

m 

not  be  changed  during  the  term  for  which  they  are  elected,  but  the

salary  of  the  Mayor  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the 
year  commencing  January  7,  1907,  shall  be  fixed  at  the  first  meeting  in 
January  1907. 

Sec.  14.  The  Representative  Council  may,  if  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  elected  vote  in  the  affirmative,  remove  for  misconduct  or  in- 
capacity any  officer  except  such  as  are  elected  by  the  people. 

Sec.  15.  The  Representative  Council  shall  have  power  to  delegate 
to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  such  ministerial  powers  as  are  by  statute  or 
by  this  charter  conferred  upon  said  Representative  Council. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  city 
at  the  request  of  the  representative  council,  in  accordance  with  any 
general  rule  or  special  vote  of  said  body,  to  appear  before  it  and  give 
such  information  as  it  may  require  in  relation  to  any  matter,  act,  or 
thing  connected  with  his  office  or  employment. 

Sec.  17.  A  vote  of  the  Representative  Council  in  favor  of  any 
proposition  requiring  the  expenditure  of  ten  thousand  dollars  or  more 
in  addition  to  the  regular  annual  appropriations  shall  not  become 
operative  until  after  the  expiration  of  a  period  of  seven  days  from  the 
day  of  the  final  passage  of  such  vote.  If,  within  the  said  period  of 
seven  days,  a  petition  be  addressed  to  and  filed  with  the  City  Clerk 
signed  by  at  least  ten  qualified  electors  from  each  ward  in  addition  to 
at  least  one  hundred  qualified  electors  of  the  city,  asking  that  such 
proposition  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  said  city,  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  shall  within  thirty  days  from  the  filing  of  such  petition 
snbmit  such  question  to  the  qualified  electors  at  ward  meetings  spec- 
ially held  for  such  purpose.  Pending  said  period  of  seven  days  the 
action  of  the  Representative  Council  shall  be  suspended,  and  if  the 
said  petition  be  filed  then  it  shall  be  further  suspended  until  the  result 
of  said  election  be  declared,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting 
thereon  approve  said  proposition  it  shall  become  a  law,  otherwise  it 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  18.  Upon  the  written  petition  signed  by  at  least  one  hundred 
electors  qualified  to  vote  upon  the  proposition  therein  set  forth,  filed 
with  the  City  Clerk,  addressed  to  the  Representative  Council,  and  re- 
questing the  passage  of  any  ordinance  or  any  proposition  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  money  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  there 
to  be  specifically  set  forth,  the  Representative  Council  shall  at  its 
next  meeting  proceed  to  consider  the  same  and  shall  before  the  ad- 
journment of  said  meeting  pass  its  final  vote  thereon.  If  the  said  or- 
dinance or  proposition  be  disapproved  by  the  Representative  Council 
the  said  vote  shall  be  inoperative  for  a  period  of  seven  days,  and  if 
within  said  period  of  seven  days  after  said  disapproval  a  petition  be 
addressed  to  and  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  signed  by  at  least  twenty 
qualified  electors  from  each  ward  in  addition  to  at  least  two  hundred 
qualified  electors  of  the  city  asking  that  such  proposition  be  submitted 
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to  the  qualified  electors  of  said  city,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  within 
thirty  days  thereafter  submit  said  ordinance  or  proposition  to  the  qual- 
ified electors  of  the  city  at  ward  meetings  specially  held  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  approve  such  ordinance  or  prop- 
osition it  shall  become  a  law,  otherwise  it  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  19.  No  sum  appropriated  for  a  specific  purpose  shall  be  ex- 
pended for  any  other  purpose  unless  otherwise  specially  authorized  by 
vote  of  the  Representative  Council.  No  expenditure  shall  be  made  nor 
liability  incurred  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  city  until  an  appropriation  has 
been  duly  voted  by  ''.he  Representative  Council  sufficient  to  meet 
such  expenditure  or  liability  together  with  all  prior  unpaid  liabilities 
which  are  payable  out  >f  such  appropriation. 

Sec.  20.  The  Representative  Council,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  and  all  other  city  officers  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  to 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  and  to 
support  the  constitution  of  this  state  and  of  the  United  States  in  the 
form  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  21.  The  Mayor  shall  be  president  and  ex-officio  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen.  He  shall  have  power  to  investigate  all  depart- 
ments of  the  city  and  may  suspend  any  city  officer  for  sufficient  cause. 
In  case  of  suspension  he  shall  within  five  days  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  lay  before  the  board  a  specification  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  such  officer,  and  if  said  board  shall  not  sus- 
tain such  charges  the  officer  shall  be  immediately  restored  to  office ; 
but  if  said  board  shall  sustain  said  charges  the  office  shall  become 
vacant  unless  such  officer  shall  within  ten  days  claim  an  appeal  to  the 
Representative  Council,  who  shall  finally  determine  the  matter. 

Sec.  22.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  exercise  a  general  super- 
vision over  all  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  city ;  they  shall 
form  the  several  committees  for  the  administration  of  the  different 
departments  of  the  city  government,  and  shall  report  the  condition  of 
the  same,  together  with  recommendations  thereon,  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Representative  Council,  which  report  shall  be  published 
annually ;  they  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Representative 
Council  and  give  such  information  as  may  be  required. 

Sec.  23.  Unless  otherwise  specially  provided,  all  the  powers, 
general  or  special,  now  conferred  by  statute  upon  town  councils  and 
boards  of  aldermen  shall  in  the  City  of  Newport  be  vested  in  the 
Board  of  Aldermen. 

Sec.  24.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  may  determine  the  rules  of  its 
procedure.  It  shall  elect  a  chairman  who  shall  preside  and  perform 
the  duties  of  the  Mayor  in  case  of  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  Mayor 
to  act. 

Sec.  25.    The  Mayor  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
shall  receive  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  Representative  Council,  and

shall  receive  no  other  compensation  whatsoever  for  any  services  ren- 
dered to  the  city.  Neither  the  Mayor  nor  any  Alderman  shall  enter 
into  or  be  interested  in  any  contract  with  the  said  city  or  any  depart- 
ment thereof,  nor  shall  either  of  them  vote  upon  any  proposition  or 
with  reference  to  a  contract  between  the  City  of  Newport  and  any 
corporation  in  which  either  is  a  stockholder. 

Sec.  26.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Mayor  or  any  member 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the  Representative  Council  may  call  a  spec- 
ial election  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Sec.  27.  On  and  after  January  1,  1908,  Chapter  804  of  Public  Laws, 
entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  board  of  Police  Commissioners  for  the 
City  of  Newport,"  and  all  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition 
thereto  shall  be  repealed,  and  thereupon  all  the  powers  over  and  con- 
trol of  the  police  within  the  City  of  Newport  shall  be  vested  in  a  Mayor, 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New- 
port, subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Representative  Council.  During 
the  month  of  January,  1908,  the  Representative  Council  shall  elect 
three  commissioners,  one  of  whom  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  January,  1908,  one  who  shall  hold  office  for  two  year 
from  said  date,  and  one  who  shall  hold  office  for  three  years  from  said 
date  and  annually  thereafter  in  the  month  of  January  the  Represen- 
tative Council  shall  elect  one  commissioner  to  hold  office  for  three 
years,  which  commissioners  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
duties  conferred  by  law  upon  License  Commissioners  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  102  of  the  General  Laws  and  of  any  acts  in  amend- 
ment thereof  and  in  addition  thereto.  Said  commissioners  shall  receive 
such  compensation  as  the  Representative  Council  shall  determine,  and 
the  said  Representative  Council  may  fill  all  vacancies  in  said  Board  of 
Commissioners  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  28.  Nominations  of  candidates  under  this  act  shall  be  made 
by  nomination  papers  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  at  least  twelve  days 
before  election,  and  no  nomination  paper  shall  be  valid  in  respect  to 
any  candidate  whose  written  acceptance  is  not  thereon.  Nothing  shall 
be  printed  or  written  on  any  nomination  paper  except  the  name  and 
and  residence  of  the  candidate  and  the  office  for  which  he  is  nominated, 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  nominators,  and  the  acceptance  of  the 
candidate.  Nominations  of  candidates  for  the  Representative  Council 
shall  be  signed  by  at  least  thirty  electors  qualified  to  vote  upon  any 
proposition  to  impose  a  tax  or  for  the  expenditure  of  money  and  resi- 
dents of  the  ward  from  which  the  candidate  is  nominated.  Nomina- 
tions of  candidates  for  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  be  signed  by  at 
least  one  hundred  electors  who  are  qualified  to  vote  upon  any  proposi- 
tion to  impose  a  tax  or  for  the  expenditure  of  money  and  residents  of 
the  City  of  Newport.  Nominations  of  candidates  for  the  School  Com- 
mittee shall  be  signed  by  at  least  one  hundred  qualified  electors  of  the

City  of  Newport,  and  nominations  for  candidates  for  Mayor  shall  be 
signed  by  at  least  two  hundred  and  fifty  qualified  voters  of  said  city. 
No  person  shall  sign  nomination  papers  for  a  greater  number  of  can- 
didates than  he  has  a  right  to  vote  for  at  the  election  for  which  the 
nominations  are  made.  Chapter  1078  of  the  Public  Laws  shall  not 
apply  to  nomination  papers  provided  for  by  this  act. 

Sec.  29.  On  the  first  Tuesday  in  December  in  every  year  the  qual- 
ified electors  of  said  city  shall  give  in  their  votes  in  their  respective 
wards  for  a  Mayor  to  serve  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  of  the  next 
January  and  until  his  successor  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  four  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Committee  to  serve  for  the  term  as  by  law  pro- 
vided ;  and  on  the  same  Tuesday  in  every  year  the  electors  of  each 
ward  qualified  to  vote  on  any  proposition  to  impose  a  tax  or  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  money  in  said  city  shall  give  in  their  votes  for  five  alder- 
men to  be  elected  by  the  people  at  large  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  such  num- 
ber of  members  of  the  Representative  Council  to  serve  for  such  terms 
as  herein  provided.  Nothing  shall  be  printed  or  written  upon  the 
ballot  except  the  name  of  the  candidate,  his  residence,  the  office  for 
which  he  is  nominated,  and  such  other  non-political  facts  as  the  elec- 
tion laws  of  this  state  may  require.  In  all  other  respects  the  election 
shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  state  now  or  hereafter  in 
force  concerning  elections  under  the  secret  ballot  law. 

Sec.  30.  For  the  purpose  of  holding  elections,  the  city  shall  be 
divided  into  five  wards,  to  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be  conveniently  an 
equal  number  of  inhabitants  and  electors.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Representative  Council  from  time  to  time,  not  oftener  than  once 
in  five  years,  if  needful,  to  revise  and  alter  the  said  wards  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  preserve,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  such  equality.  The 
present  division  of  said  city  into  wards  shall  be  and  hereby  is  continued 
until  the  same  shall  be  revised  and  altered  as  above  provided. 

Sec.  31.  All  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Newport,  in  force  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  continue  in  force  until  amended  or 
repealed  by  the  Representative  Council. 

Sec.  32.  The  passage  of  this  act  shall  not  affect  any  right  accru- 
ing or  accrued,  or  any  suit,  prosecution,  or  other  legal  proceeding 
pending  at  the  time  when  it  shall  take  effect  as  herein  provided,  and 
no  penalty  or  forfeiture  previously  incurred  shall  be  affected  thereby. 
All  persons  holding  office  in  said  city  at  the  time  this  act  shall  take 
effect  shall  continue  to  hold  such  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  Janu- 
ary, nineteen  hundred  and  seven  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

Sec.  33.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  approval  or  rejection  to 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  of  Newport  on  the  sixth  day  of  June, 
1906,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  II  of  the  General  Laws,  and  the  City 
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Clerk  of  said  Newport  shall  issue  his  warrant,  notifying  and  warning 
the  qualified  voters  to  meet  in  the  several  ward  meetings  in  said  city, 
there  to  cast  their  ballot  for  or  against  the  approval  or  rejection  of 
this  act.  The  polls  in  the  several  ward  meetings  shall  be  kept  open 
during  the  hours  now  provided  by  law  in  elections  for  general  state 
officers  and  members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  the  ballots  deposited 
in  the  several  ward  meetings  upon  the  closing  of  the  polls  in  said 
wards  respectively  shall  be  sorted  and  counted  by  the  wardens  and 
clerks  of  said  meetings  in  open  ward  meeting,  and  the  result  in  each 
of  said  wards  shall  thereupon  be  announced  by  the  warden  thereof  and 
the  ballots  thereupon  shall  be  sealed  up  and  returned  to  the  City  Clerk 
of  said  Newport.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  Newport  shall 
thereupon  on  the  day  following  said  ward  meetings,  proceed  to  count 
the  ballots  for  and  against  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  and  shall  declare 
the  result.  If  a  majority  of  the  ballots  deposited  as  aforesaid  shall 
reject,  this  act  shall  not  go  into  effect ;  but  if  a  majority  of  the 
electors  voting  at  said  ward  meeting  shall  approve  then  this  act  shall 
take  effect  as  herein  provided.  Said  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  cause  a 
copy  of  such  declaration,  certified  by  the  City  Clerk,  to  be  deposited 
with  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  shall  also  cause  the  result  of  said 
count  to  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  city. 

Sec.  34.  So  much  of  this  act  as  authorizes  the  submission  of  the 
question  of  its  acceptance  to  the  electors  of  the  City  of  Newport  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage  but  it  shall  not  take  further  effect  unless 
accepted  by  the  electors  of  said  city  as  herein  provided.  If  approved 
by  the  electors  of  said  city,  then  this  act  for  the  purpose  of  nominat- 
ing and  electing  officers  hereunder  in  lieu  of  the  annual  election  for 
city  officers  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  October,  nineteen 
hundred  and  six,  and  for  all  other  purposes  this  act  shall  take  effect  on 
the  seventh  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  and  there- 
upon all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

' 'The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  charge  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  for  the  inspections  made  by  him  of  all  platform 
scales  weighing  more  than  1000  pounds  ;  he  shall  charge 
25  cents  for  the  inspection  of  platform  scales  weighing  less 
than  1000  pounds  "  and  by  re-numbering  "  'Sec.  9  "  ',  "  'Sec. 
10  "  *  and  passed  as  amended. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport, 
as  follows  :— 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  using  weights, 
measures,  yard-sticks,  platform  or  other  scales,  steel  yard,  or  other 
balance  of  whatever  description,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing, 
selling  or  vending  any  articles  of  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  liquids 
or  provisions  thereby,  in  said  City  to  cause  the  same  to  be  examined 
and  sealed  by  the  City  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  during  the 
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month  of  January  in  each  year  and  at  least  three  other  inspections 
shall  be  made  at  irregular  intervals  during  the  municipal  year. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
to  make  and  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  names  of  every  person 
and  partnership  firm  in  said  City,  selling  goods,  wares,  merchandise, 
liquors  or  provisions  therein  and  he  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Mayor  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  of  December  in  each  year  and 
every  year  the  name  of  every  person  and  partnership  firm,  who  shall 
have  violated  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  3 .  Every  person  and  partnership  firm  in  said  City  shall  pay 
to  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty  five 
cents  for  every  article,  vessel,  measure,  weight,  scale,  platform,  etc. , 
so  inspected  but  in  no  case  shall  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
charge  more  than  five  dollars  for  the  articles,  measures,  etc. ,  so 
inspected  in  any  one  place  of  business. 

Sec.  4.  The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  shall,  upon  the  first 
day  of  each  and  every  month  return  to  the  City  Treasurer  a  true  and 
accurate  account  of  the  fees  collected  by  him  for  the  month  immediately 
preceding,  together  with  the  amount  so  collected  as  shown  by  his 
return. 

Sec.  5.  The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars  in  full  for  all  services  rendered 
by  him. 

Sec.  6.  The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  shall  destroy  or 
cause  to  be  destroyed  all  weights,  measures,  scales,  platforms,  etc., 
found  by  him  not  to  be  correct,  when  in  his  opinion,  such  scales  etc. 
have  been  fraudulently  tampered  with. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  chapter  in 
relation  to  the  standard  weights,  measures,  etc. ,  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  or  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  for  ten  days  or  both. 

Sec.  8.  The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  shall  maintain  an 
office  in  the  City  Hall  of  the  City  of  Newport  to  receive  the  weights, 
etc.  for  inspection. 

Sec.  9.  The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  shall  charge  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  for  the  inspection  made  by  him  of  all  platform 
scales  weighing  more  than  1000  pounds;  he  shall  charge  25  cents  for 
the  inspection  of  platform  scales  weighing  less  than  1000  pounds. 

Sec.  10.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.  All 
ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed.

Resolved,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to 
prepare  an  Act  and  present  the  same  to  the  General  Assembly  and 
urge  its  passage,  enabling  the  City  of  Newport  to  condemn  the  land  on 
Market  Square  for  a  Police  Station  Site,  as  specifically  set  forth  in 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Police  Station  Site,  which  said  report 
was  received  by  this  Council  January  6,  1913. 

Resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of  $30,000  serial  bonds  for 
Play-ground  purposes.

Resolved,  That  serial  bonds  of  the  City  of  Newport  to  the  amount 
of  Thirty  thousand  dollars  be  issued  and  sold  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  provide  the  money  for  the  purchase  of 
Athletic  Fields,  as  authorized  by  vote  of  the  people  at  an  election  held 
on  the  3rd  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1912.

than  the  above  named  sum. 

Sec.  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

An  Ordinance  prescribing  and  defining  the  duties  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Tax  Assessors.    Read  and  passed. 
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It  is  ordained  by  the  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport, 
as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  assessor  of  taxes  to  be  elected  in  said  city  in  the 
year  1913,  and  every  third  year  hereafter,  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
board  of  tax  assessors.  Said  Chairman  shall  give  his  whole  and  undi- 
vided attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office  ;  he  shall  make  a  per- 
sonal inspection  of  every  parcel  of  real  estate  ;  he  shall  note  the  im- 
provements upon  such  real  estate  ;  he  shall  bring  in  a  list  of  all  the 
tangible  personal  property  within  said  city.  He  shall,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  other  members  of  the  board  of  tax  assessors,  keep  up-to- 
date  the  cards,  plats,  files,  records,  valuations,  and  maps  of  the  board. 
He  shall  note  all  transfers  of  real  estate  which  may  be  brought  to  his  at- 
tention by  the  city  clerk  ;  he  shall  note  all  improvements  on  any  real 
estate  brought  to  his  attention  by  the  inspector  of  buildings,  the  city 
engineer,  the  inspector  of  plumbing,  the  department  of  police,  or  any 
other  person.  After  receiving  such  notice  he  shall  make  an  inspection 
of  the  premises.  He  shall  obtain  from  the  probate  clerk  such  infor- 
mation and  data  in  relation  to  such  probate  matters  as  may  give  the 
city  the  right  to  impose  and  collect  a  tax  thereon. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chairman  of  the  board  of  tax  assessors  shall  have  an 
office  in  city,  hall  where  he  shall  establish  office  hours  for  the  conven- 
ience of  the  public.  The  Chairman  shall  call  meetings  of  the  board  of 
tax  assessors  at  least  once  in  every  two  weeks. 

Sec.  3.  The  chairman  of  the  board  of  tax  assessors  shall  receive 
annual  salary  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars  in  full  for  all  services. 

Sec.  4.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage .

Section  1.  a.  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  and  the  Inspector  of 
Plumbing,  respectively,  shall  file,  weekly,  in  the  office  of  the  board  of 
tax  assessors  notice  of  improvements  made  or  contemplated  upon  any 
real  estate  within  said  city  ;  said  notice  shall  recite  the  actual  value, 
as  given  in  the  application  for  permit,  of  such  improvements,  or  the 
appraised  or  estimated  value  thereof. 

b.  The  City  Engineer  shall,  weekly,  file  in  the  office  of  the  board 
of  tax  assessors  notice  of  all  transfers  or  conveyances  of  real  estate 
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made  by  him  on  the  plats  or  files  in  said  engineer's  office  ;  said  notice 
shall  give  the  name  of  the  grantor,  the  name  of  the  grantee,  the  num- 
ber of  the  plat,  the  number  of  the  lot  and  the  division  of,  or  addition 
to,  such  lot,  if  any. 

c  The  Probate  Clerk  shall  file,  weekly,  in  the  office  of  the  board 
of  tax  assessors  notice  of  the  pendency  of  wills,  administration,  trust 
estate,  etc.,  in  probate  court;  such  notice  shall  recite  the  declared 
value  of  such  estates,  the  appraisers'  estimate,  reports  of  executors, 
administrators  and  trustees,  the  names  of  heirs,  devisees  and  legatees, 
or  persons  having  an  interest  by  operation  of  the  law  of  descent  with 
the  amounts  or  estates  to  which  it  appears  such  heirs,  legatees  or 
devisees  may  be  entitled. 

d.  The  City  Clerk  shall  file,  weekly,  with  the- board  of  tax  as- 
sessors notice  of  transfers  or  conveyances  of  real  estate  made  upon 
the  books  or  record  in  said  city  clerk's  office. 

e.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  file,  weekly,  with  the  board  of  tax 
assessors  notice  of  any  erection,  alteration  or  improvement  of  any 
kind  upon  any  building  in  the  City  of  Newport.

No  expenditure  shall  be 
made  nor  liability  incurred  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  City  until  an  appro- 
priation has  been  duly  voted  by  the  Representative  Council  sufficient 
to  meet  such  expenditure  or  liability,  together  with  all  unpaid  liabili- 
ties which  are  payable  out  of  such  appropriation. 

Sec.  6.     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Voted,  That  the  Arc  Light  recommended  to  be  installed  on  the 
corner  of  Francis  Street  and  Greenough  Place  be  changed  and  located 
on  Ayrault  Street  opposite  Francis  Street. 

Voted,  That  the  light  recommended  to  be  erected  on  Halidon  Hill 
mid-way  of  the  Hill,  be  located  on  Halidon  Hill  between  the  existing 
light  and  the  intersection  of  Harrison  Avenue. 

Resolution  recommending  to  the  Park  Commission  the  employment 
of  the  Municipal  Band  for  Band  Concerts,     Read  and  passed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Representative  Council  recommend  to  the 
Park  Commission  that  it  seriously  consider  the  employment  of  the 
Municipal  Band  of  this  city  for  a  portion  of  the  public  band  concerts 
during  the  year  1913,  and  that  such  part  of  the  sum  of  $1000,  appro- 
priated for  band  concerts  for  the  said  year  be  applied  for  that  purpose 
as  said  Commission  may  deem  advisable. 

'    Resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of  $55,000,  notes  for  Certain 
Improvements.     Read  and  passed. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to 
prepare  an  Act  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Assembly,  empowering 
and  enabling  the  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport  to 
issue  notes  to  the  total  amount  of  Fifty-five  thousand  dollars,  the 
proceeds  of  said  notes  to  be  applied  for  the  payment  of  certain  per- 
manent improvements;  new  fire  apparatus  and  the  payment  of  an  old 
note:  said  notes  to  be  of  the  denomination  of  five  thousand  dollars 
each  and  to  mature  one  each  year,  viz:  one  in  1914,  one  in  1915  and 
so  on. 
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An  Ordinance  fixing  the  time  for  the  assessment  and  levy  of  a 
Tax.    Read  and  passed. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport, 
as  follows:— 

Section  1.  A  tax  for  the  current  municipal  fiscal  year  of  not  less 
than  Six  hundred  and  twelve  thousand  dollars,  ($612,000)  nor  more

remaining  unpaid  on  the  last  named  day  shall  carry  until  collected  a 
penalty  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum. 

Sec.  2.    This  ordinance*  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  be  and  he  is  hereby  anthorized  and 
requested  to  re-appoint  the  old  Committee  on  Almy's  Pond,  which  said 
Committee  reported  to  this  body  on  January  6,  1913,  in  order  that 
said  Committee  may  be  enabled  to  carry  out  their  recommendations 
as  contained  in  their  said  report. 

Resolution  authorizing  publication  of  City  Documents  and  Tax 
Books.    Read  and  passed. 

Whereas  at  a  meeting  of  the  Representative  Council  held  January  6, 
1913  a  resolution  was  passed  diarcting  the  City  Clerk  to  prepare  and 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  procure  proposals  for  and  have  published 
certain  copies  of  the  City  Documents,  be  it 

Resolved,  that  so  much  of  said  resolution  as  directed  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  to  procure  proposals  for  and  have  published  750  copies  of  the 
City  Documents  for  1912  and  the  Tax  List  for  1913  to  be  bound  to- 
gether in  cloth  covers  and  to  procure  proposals  for  and  have  published 
2500  copies  of  the  Tax  Book  for  1913  to  be  bound  in  paper  covers,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded  from  and 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Aldermen  be  and  they  are  hereby  direct- 
ed to  procure  proposals  for  and  have  published  500  copies  of  said  City 
Documents  for  1912  and  said  Tax  Books  for  1913  to  be  bound  together 
in  cloth  covers  and  to  procure  proposals  for  and  hav.e  published  2000 
copies  of  said  Tax  Book  to  be  bound  in  paper  covers. 
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An  Ordinance  regulating  certain  appropriations  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  "at  the  time  said  proposed  appropriation  is 
presented  on  the  floor  of  the  Representative  Council  for  action"  and 
by  substituting  the  words  "as  soon  after  the  filing  of  the  petition, 
resolution  or  ordinance  as  possible"  and  passed  as  amended.

Resolution  urging  the  passage  of  an  Act  by  the  General  Assembly 
enforcing  the  Tuberculin  Test.    Read  and  passed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  New- 
port is  in  favor  of  the  application  of  the  tuberculin  test  to  all  cattle 
imported  into  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  the  exclusion  of  all 
animals  which  show  the  characteristic  reaction  for  tuberculosis. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Solicitor  of  the  City  of  Newport  be  and 
he  hereby  is  directed  to  appear  before  the  Committees  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  urge  the  passage  of  legis- 
lation enacting  this  requirement. 
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Resolution  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  on  care 
of  Chronic  Advanced  Cases  of  Tuberculosis.    Read  and  passed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  appoint  a  Committee  of  five  to  confer  with  the  Board  of 
Health  in  regard  to  the  establishing  of  a  Home  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  chronic  advanced  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

An  Ordinance  making  positions  of  certain  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  permanent.    Laid  on  the  table. 

Petition  of  permanent  members  of  the  Police  Department  for  one 
day  off.  in  fifteen.    Read  and  received. 

An  Ordinance  granting  members  of  the  Police  Department  one 
day  off  in  fifteen.    Read  and  passed. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport, 
as  follows:  — 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  an  Ordinance  granting  members  of  the 
Police  Department  one  day  off  in  every  thirty  days  is  hereby  amended

Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid  Fever  (but  no  other  infectious,  conta- 
gious or  communicable  disease)  as  the  Board  of  Health  may  from  time 
to  time  order  to  be  sent  there,  at  the  rate  of  Sixty  cents  per  day  of 
each  case,  the  minimum  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Newport  to 
be  $4600  per  year  and  the  maximum  amount  to  be  $7000  per  year;  the 
maximum  number  of  contagious  city  patients  to  be  cared  for  at  any 
one  time  by  the  Newport  Hospital  to  be  sixty;  all  antitoxin  to  be  used 
by  the  Hospital  for  diphtheria  patients  to  be  furnished  by  the  Board  of 
Health  free  of  cost,  and  if  the  Hospital  is  unavoidably  compelled  to 
care  for  cases  of  alcoholism  which  develop  after  a  patient  has  been 
received,  the  City  is  to  pay  for  the  extra  expense  of  such  cases. 
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Resolution  favoring  the  employment  by  the  City  of  citizens  of 
Newport.    Read  and  passed. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Council  that  Boards,  C  om* 
missions,  Departments,  Heads  of  Departments,  Committees  and  City 
Officials  having  the  expenditure  of  public  monies  should  employ,  as 
far  as  practicable,  citizens  of  Newport  in  all  work  to  be  done  for  the 
city. 

Resolution  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  sign  an  Indenture  of  Trust  in 
regard  to  the  Gift  of  George  Gordon  King.    Read  and  passed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  be  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  City  to  execute  the  Indenture  of  Trust  and  of  Gift 
from  George  Gordon  King  to  the  City  of  Newport,  together  with  the 
Deeds  to  the  Trustees  of  the  People's  Library  in  Newport  and  to  the 
Civic  League  of  Newport  herewith  presented  and  which  have  been 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor. 

Resolution  amending  Rule  29  of  the  rules  of  the  Representative 
Council.    Read  and  passed. 

Resolved,  That  Rule  29  of  the  rules  governing  the  deliberations  of 
the  Representative  Council  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:— 
"All  business  to  be  transacted  by  the  Representative  Council  shall  be 
introduced  by  a  member  of  the  Council  or  by  the  City  Clerk  in  his

Resolved,  that  said  Committee  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  perform  such  acts  and  present  such  evidence  as  in  their 
judgment  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  presentation  of  such 
complaints. 
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Resolution  authorizing  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  to  attend 
Convention  of  Fire  Chiefs.    Read  and  passed. 

Resolved,.  That  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  of 
the  City  of  Newport*be,"and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  permitted  to 
attend  the  National  Convention  of  Chief  Engineers  during  the  year 
1913. 

Resolved,  further,  .that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  be  taken 
from  the  appropriation  "Fire  Department"  by  said  Chief,  said  sum  to 
be  applied  toward  paying  the'expenses  of  said  Chief  on  said  trip. 

Report  of  the  Assessors*of£Taxes.    Read  and  received. 

Resolution  remittingjcertain~taxes,  etc.    Read  and  passed. 

Resolved,  That  the  petitioners,  Amee  Reitz  for  the  remission 
and  refunding  of  a  tax;  Patrick  Fitzsimmons  for  the  refunding  of 
taxes  and  Grace  W.  Rives "-f or ~ the  remission  and  refunding  of  a  tax, 
be  given  leave  to  withdraw,  and 

Resolved,  that  the  tax  erroneously  assessed  against  Martha  S.

Section  1.  Section  25  of  Chapter  4  of  the  revised  ordinances  of 
the  City  of  Newport  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:— 
''Section  25.  All  employees  of  said  city  shall  be  paid  weekly  the 
wages  earned  by  them  to  within  two  days  of  the  date  of  payment, 
Provided,  that  in  those  cases  in  which  any  employee  of  the  city  shall 
file  a  written  request,  signed  by  him,  with  the  City  Treasurer  request- 
ing that  his  wages  shall  be  paid  monthly  or  quarterly,  then  the  wages 
of  said  employee  shall  be  paid  in  accordance  with  said  request.

on  or  before  Wednesday  in  each  week  certify  under  their  hands,  re- 
spectively, a  list  of  all  employees  in  their  respective  departments,  to- 
gether with  the  amount  of  wages  earned  by  each  employee  for  and 
during  the  week  ending  on  such  Wednesdays  when  such  lists  are  cer- 
tified said  list  to  be  delivered  to  the  city  clerk  for  the  approval  of  the

Board  of  Aldermen;  and  the  Street  Commissioner  shall  on  or  before 
Wednesday  in  each  week  certify  under  his  hand  one  list  of  all  the  em- 
ployees in  his  department  with  the  amount  of  wages  earned  by  each 
for  and  during  the  week  ending  on  such  Wednesdays  when  such  list  is 
so  certified,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  city  clerk,  for  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  thereupon  the  city  Treasurer  shall  forth- 
with pay  the  street  commissioner  the  amount  of  said  pay-roll  certified 
by  said  street  commissioner  upon  his  receipt  therefor,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  street  commissioner  to  pay  to  each  person  on  said 
pay-roll  the  amount  due  him  on  or  before  the  Friday  following,  and 
thereupon  to  return  to  the  city  treasurer  the  receipted  pay-roll 
therefor." 

Section  26  of  said  Chapter  4  of  an  ordinance  comprising 
the  revised  ordinances,  entitled  ''Of  certain  City  Officers"  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "nine"  where  occurring  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "two." 

Sec.  3.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations, 

January  Session,  A.  D.  1913. 

An  Act  for  the  creation  of  a  Board  of  Recreation  in  the  City  of 
Newport. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  City  of  Newport  a 
Board  of  Recreation,  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  a  representative  chosen 
by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  and  a  representative  chosen  by 
the  School  Committee  of  said  City,  all  ex-officio,  and  six  other  persons, 
residents  of  said  City,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  said  City,  one  to  be 
chosen  from  each  ward  and  one  to  be  chosen  at  large. 

Sec.  2.  Within  thirty  days  after  this  Act  takes  effect,  the  Mayor 
of  the  said  City  of  Newport  shall  appoint  three  residents  of  the  City 
of  Newport  to  serve  on  said  Board  of  Recreation  until  February  first, 
1914,  and  three  to  serve  until  February  first,  1915,  and  in  the  month 
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of  January  of  every  year  thereafter  the  Mayor  of  the  said  City  of 
Newport  shall  appoint  three  residents  of  the  City  of  Newport  to  serve 
on  said  Board  of  Recreation  until  the  first  day  of  February  in  the  sec- 
ond year  following  the  year  of  appointment,  or  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualified.  The  Mayor  shall  fill  any  vacancy  occur- 
ring among  members  of  the  Board  of  Recreation  who  are  appointed 
by  him,  the  Park  Commissioners  and  School  Committee  shall  make  an 
appointment  to  fill  any  vacancy  caused  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise of  their  appointee.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  original 
and  each  biennial  appointment  of  three  members  by  said  Mayor,  said 
Board  of  Recreation  shall  organize  by  electing  from  its  own  number  a 
Chairman  and  Recording  Secretary.  The  members  of  the  Beard  of 
Recreation  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  have  such  control  over  all 
Public  Playgrounds  and  recreation  places,  and  the  equipment  and  fa- 
cilities thereof  of  the  said  City,  as  the  Representative  Council  of  said 
City  from  time  to  time  by  ordinance  may  prescribe,  and  said  Board 
shall  have  such  powers  and  duties  as  from  time  to  time  by  ordinance 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Representative  Council  relative  to  the  ac- 
quiring by  the  said  City  of  any  land  or  other  property,  real  or  per- 
sonal, for  public  playground  purposes  or  recreation  activities  by  gift, 
devise,  purchase,  lease  or  license,  and  the  improvement,  preparation, 
equipment,  care,  maintenance  and  management  of  any  such  play- 
grounds, recreation  places,  equipment,  facilities  and  property  for  any 
of  said  purposes,  and  the  conducting  and  promoting  thereon  and  there- 
with play,  sports,  physical  education  and  recreation  activities  and 
regulating  the  same,  and  relative  to  any  other  matter  within  the  pur- 
view of  this  Act.  Said  Council  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time 
may  amend,  alter  or  repeal  any  such  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  The  Representative  Council  of  said  City,  from  time  to 
time,  and  for  such  length  of  time  as  it  may  deem  advisable,  may  by 
Ordinance  authorize  said  Board  of  Recreation  to  take  charge  of  and 
use  to  any  extent  appropriate  or  required  for  public  recreation  use, 
such  or  such  parts  of  such  public  parks,  parkways,  baths,  or  bathing 
places,  grounds,  buildings  or  other  properties  of  said  City  adapted  or 
adaptable  for  recreation  purposes,  as  said  Representative  Council 
may  determine,  and  subject  to  such  conditions  and  restrictions  as  said 
Representative  Council  may  prescribe  ;  provided,  however,  that  noth- 
ing herein  shall  authorize  any  action  by  said  Representative  Council 
or  by  said  Board  of  Recreation  which  would  violate  or  be  inconsistent 
with  the  terms  or  conditions  of  any  trust  or  deed  or  gift  under  which 
the  same  have  been,  or  hereafter  may  be,  acquired  by  said  City  ;  and 
provided  further,  that  said  Representative  Council  at  any  time  and 
from  time  to  time  may  amend,  alter  or  repeal  any  such  ordinance. 
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Sec.  5.  Said  Board  of  Recreation  from  time  to  time,  with  the 
consent  of  the  School  Committee  or  other  body  now  or  hereafter  con- 
trolling the  school  properties  of  the  said  City,  may  assume  temporary 
charge  of  and  use  any  public  school  yards  and  buildings  or  parts 
thereof  in  said  City  for  any  of  said  purposes,  during  any  period  or 
periods  of  time  which  would  not  interfere  with  the  regular  use  of  the 
same  for  school  purposes,  or  any  work  or  repairs  or  otherwise  pertain- 
ing to  the  same.  Said  School  Committee  or  other  such  body  may  at 
any  time  withdraw  any  such  consent. 

Sec.  6.  Said  Board  of  Recreation  may  take  charge  of  and  use 
any  public  grounds,  recreation  places,  buildings  and  apparatus  in  said 
City,  the  use  of  which  is  offered  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners of  said  City,  or  any  other  Municipal  Board,  Commission  or  Offi- 
cer, to  any  extent  that  the  same  may  be  legally  authorized  to  offer  or 
permit  the  use  of  such  grounds  for  Public  Playground  purposes  or  re- 
creation activities.  Said  Board  may  also,  in  its  discretion  take  charge 
of  and  use  any  grounds,  places,  buildings  or  apparatus,  which  any 
person  or  persons  may  offer  or  permit  the  use  of  for  Public  Play- 
ground purposes  or  recreation  activities  in  said  City. 

Sec.  7.  The  Representative  Council  of  the  said  City  may  annually 
appropriate  such  sum  of  money  as  the  said  Representative  Council 
may  determine,  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  such  Play- 
grounds and  recreation  places  and  for  the  carrying  on  of  such  recrea- 
tion activities  in  said  City  as  may  from  time  to  time  come  within  the 
charge,  control  or  jurisdiction  of  said  Board  of  Recreation. 

Sec.  8.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

I  again  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  department  needs 
entire  new  quarters.  The  buildings  are  worn  out,  and  should  be  re- 
placed with  one  large  building  to  accommodate  everything  under  one 
roof,  similar  to  those  enjoyed  by  street  departments  of  other  cities. 

Horses  and  Carts 

One  pair  of  horses  was  purchased  this  year  from  Mr.  John  F.  Sul- 
livan, for  the  sum  of  Five  hundred  and  Fifty  dollars  ($550  00,)  includ- 
ing two  horses  in  exchange. 

Appropriation,  $750  00;    Balance,  $200  00. 
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I  recommend  the  purchase  of  two  or  three  horses  next  year,  to  re- 
place worn  out  horses. 

Carts  and  gears  are  repaired  and  painted  by  the  permanent  em- 
ployees of  the  department  during  the  winter  months. 

Snow  Removal 

Not  for  years  has  this  department  been  so  fortunate  regarding 
the  expenditure  for  the  removal  of  snow.  The  storms  this  year  have 
been  few  and  very  light.  Comparing  the  cost  this  year  with  the  fig- 
ures for  the  past  ten  years  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  unability  of 
anyone  to  estimate  such  an  uncertainty.

Settling  Tank 

The  Settling  Tank,  located  on  Briggs  Wharf,  has  received  its  an- 
nual cleaning  at  an  expense  of  $391.14 

Numerous  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  building,  including  con- 
crete foundation  and  sills,  amounting  to  $282  58,  making  a  total  cost 
of  $673  72.    Appropriation,  $700  00  ;  Balance,  $26  28. 

STREET  CLEANING 

The  permanent  pavements  have  received  much  more  attention 
this  year  owing  to  the  fact  that  they  have  been  free  from  snow  and 
ice. 

The  cleaning  of  all  other  streets  commenced  on  the  3rd.  of  April 
and  continued  until  November  5th.  when  the  work  was  shut  down 
until  next  spring.  The  street  cleaning  force  is  divided  into  five  sec- 
tions ;  two  of  which  cover  the  city  proper ;  two  cover  the  suburban 
districts,  including  the  mowing  of  grass,  weeding,  etc.,   and  one  sec- 
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tion  covers  Bellevue  Avenue.    The  total  number  of  loads  removed 
this  year  was  8,620.

CLEAN   UP   DAYS 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mayor  MacLeod,  we  endeavored  to  estab- 
lish "Clean-up-days"  this  year.  Friday  and  Saturday,  June  27th,  and 
28th,  were  the  days  selected,  and  the  co-operation  of  every  citizen 
was  requested.  Yards  were  cleaned  up,  the  material  placed  in  the 
streets  and  collected  by  teams  of  this  department. 

Local  teams  were  to  be  furnished  "free  gratis"  for  this  "clean- 
up endeavor/'  but  somehow,  through  some  misunderstanding  the 
teams  did  not  make  their  appearance.  However,  considerable  ma- 
terial was  collected  and  carted  to  the  dump,  which  shows  conclusively 
that  the  inspiration  of  "Clean-up-days "  must  have  done  some  good. 
The  expense  was  $61  24.  Street  Cleaning  Appropriation,  $30,000  00  ; 
Expenditure,  $29,809  11 ;  Balance,  $190  89. 


Refuse  Disposal 

The  City  Refuse  was  collected  during  the  first  of  the  year  by  Mr. 
John  H.  Sullivan  under  short  term  contracts  until  March  24th,  when 
the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  made  a  five-year  contract  with 
Neffer  &  Hattub,  at  the  rate  of  $10,100.00  per  year. 

Collections  by  both  contractors  have  been  quite  satisfactory,  this 
department  receiving  very  few  complaints. 

Two  men  are  employed  at  the  dumps  to  level  off,  burn  rubbish, 
etc.    The  dump  at  Anthony's  Ledge  was  abandoned  on  April  26th.

Refuse  Cans 

Through  the  efforts  of  some  ladies  connected  with  the  Civic 
League,  who  appeared  before  your  committee  on  Highways  and 
Bridges,  and  by  the  recommendation  of  said  committee,  your  Honor- 
able  Body  made  an  appropriation  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  installing 
a  few  refuse  cans. 

Being  unable  to  locate  anyone  in  this  City  who  could  make  the 
cans,  1  purchased  two  dozen  Refuse  Cans  of  the  Dyar  Supply  Com- 
pany of  Boston,  Mass.,  at  the  rate  of  $50.00  per  dozen.  The  cans 
were  installed  by  employees  of  this  department,  but  were  not  very 
favorably  received  by  some  of  the  abutters,  where  they  were  in- 
stalled, and  some  of  them  had  to  be  located  elsewhere.  One  of  the 
cans,  located  at  the  State  Armory  Building,  was  damaged  by  a  skid- 
ding automobile,  and  was  replaced,  but  later  this  can  was  also  dam- 
aged by  an  auto.     We  have  one  can  on  hand  at  City  Yard.

Cleaning  Main  Sewers 

The  cleaning  and  flushing  of  our  sewerage  system  is  performed 
by  four  competent  men,  who  are  employed  throughout  the  year.  We 
have  now  over  forty-eight  miles  of  sewers,  which  were  cleaned  this 
year  at  an  expense  of  $2,632.15.     Average  cost  per  mile,  $54.84. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  this  department  has  inspected  114  indi- 
vidual sewer  connections. 

Street  Sprinkling 

WATERING  STREETS. 

The  watering  of  our  streets  commenced  this  year  on  the  first  day 
of  May  with  14  carts,  and  on  May  5th,  one  cart  was  added.  On  the 
19th  day  of  June,  two  of  the  carts  were  retired  by  the  applying  of 
dustoline  to  a  number  of  streets,  which  were  always  watered.  Water- 
ing the  streets  was  continued  until  November  27th. 

This  year,  the  department  has  experienced  the  dryest  season 
ever  remembered.  For  a  number  of  years,  the  summer  season  has 
been  very  dry,  but  the  past  season  was  exceptionally  so.  If  we  had 
not  applied  dustoline  to  a  number  of  streets  not  formerly  so  treated, 
and  if  we  had  not  had  that  very  wet  weather  during  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober, it  is  doubtful  if  this  department  would  have  been  able  to  con- 
trol the  dust  properly  with  the  amount  appropriated. 

The  total  cost  of  watering  this  year  was  $9,597.78,  or  about 
$184.57  per  mile  for  the  season.  Fifty-two  miles  of  streets  were  wat- 
ered on  an  average  of  twice  daily. 

The  following  statistics  will  give  you  the  amount  of  work  per- 
formed by  each  cart. 
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Applying  Dustoline. 

This  is  the  seventh  year  that  this  department  has  applied  Dusto- 
line to  the  roadbeds  of  certain  streets.  Each  year  we  have  increased 
the  number  of  streets  treated  with  this  material.  The  past  season, 
we  treated  thirty-five  miles  of  roadbed  of  an  average  width  of  twenty 
feet,  at  an  average  cost  of  $115.53  per  mile,  which  is  $8.23  less  per 
mile  than  last  year. 

The  fact  that  we  have  applied  Dustoline  to  our  roadbeds  for  seven 
years  clearly  demonstrates  that  the  material  is  an  excellent  dustlayer. 
The  department  purchased  this  year  six  tank  cars  containing  in  all, 
45,132  gallons.  We  were  somewhat  in  doubt  about  contracting  for 
Dustoline  at  first  because  of  the  increased  price  from  Six  and  one-half 
cents  to  Eight  and  one-half  cents  per  gallon,  but  fully  realizing  the  ad- 
vance in  price  of  crude  oils,  we  finally  submitted  to  the  inevitable. 

The  total  cost  of  applying  Dustoline  this  past  season  was  $4,043.54. 
Two  hundred  dollars  was  again  donated  this  year  toward  the  expense 
of  treating  the  Broadway  roadbeds.

Steam  Road  Rollers 

The  work  on  our  streets  commenced  on  the  First  day  of  April  and 
continued  until  Rollers  2  and  3  were  retired  on  the  18th  day  of  Octo- 
ber and  Roller  1  was  retired  on  the  15th  of  November.  Roller  1  was 
taken  out  on  the  5th  day  of  December  for  the  purpose  of  making  re- 
pairs to  the  roadbed  of  Washington  street  in  connection  with  the  N.  Y., 
N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co. :  which  company  furnished  the  stone,  and  this 
department  spread  and  rolled  the  same. 

Two  very  unfortunate  accidents  happened  this  year  with  Roller  2, 
operated  by  Engineer  Easton. 

The  first  accident  occurred  during  the  noon  hour  of  Wednesday, 
October  15th.  The  roller  had  been  at  work  on  Ayrault  Street  and  was 
resting  near  Bush  Street.  In  some  manner,  while  the  fireman  was 
cleaning  the  machine,  it  was  thrown  out  of  gear.  The  roller  immedi- 
ately started  down  the  street.    Engineer  Easton,  having  failed  to 
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stop  the  roller  by  chocking,  boarded  the  machine  and  used  every  effort 
in  his  power  to  steer  the  roller  to  safety,  but  owing  to  a  collision  with 
the  curb  at  the  north  corner  of  Ayrault  Street  and  Broadway,  and  the 
slippery  condition  of  the  pavement,  the  roller  skidded,  crossed  the 
street,  and  ran  into  the  house  on  the  corner  of  Caleb  Earl  Street  and 
Broadway,  owned  by  Mrs.  Atkinson.  The  house  was  somewhat  dam- 
aged and  partly  removed  from  its  foundation.  Fortunately,  Engineer 
Easton  was  not  injured,  which  seemed  a  miracle,  considering  the 
danger  he  was  subjected  to.  Mr.  David  T.  Leonard  occupied  the 
house,  and  some  of  their  bric-a-brac,  etc.  was  damaged,  of  which 
Chief  Foreman  Burdick,  of  this  department,  took  an  inventory  with 
Mrs.  Leonard,  as  follows,  viz  :

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  the  Representa- 
tive Council,  on  October  28th,  passed  a  resolution  transferring  from 
the  following  appropriations,  Bush  Street,  $300.00  ;   Freebody  Street, 
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$200.00  ;  making  a  total  of  $500.00  toward  an  appropriation  for  repairs, 
etc.  to  the  house,  damaged  by  the  runaway  roller,  the  expenditures  of 
which  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

The  second  accident  happened  on  Friday  morning,  December  5th, 
about  nine  o'clock,  and  was  a  very  unfortunate  affair.  Roller  1, 
which  was  in  the  rear  of  Roller  3,  was  to  be  taken  out  to  make  repairs 
to  Washington  Street,  and  the  removal  was  by  the  same  method  as 
has  been  the  custom  for  a  number  of  years,  and  always  successfully. 
The  piece  of  joist  used,  in  some  manner  slipped  out  of  place,  and 
Engineer  Easton  was  caught  by  the  legs  between  the  two  rollers. 
Owing  to  the  quick  foresight  and  presence  of  mind  of  Engineer 
Leonard,  who  was  operating  Roller  1 ,  he  immediately  reversed  the 
power  and  thereby  averted  a  very  serious  accident. 

Medical  assistance  was  summoned  at  once,  and  Dr.  Wm.  A. 
Sherman  responded  in  a  very  short  time.  The  ambulance  was  called 
and  Engineer  Easton  was  removed  to  the  Newport  Hospital,  where 
everything  possible  was  done  for  his  relief.  At  first  it  was  thought 
that  the  accident  was  serious,  but  after  a  thorough  examination  by 
the  doctor,  it  was  found  that  his  lower  limbs  were  badly  scraped  and 
bruised,  bat  no  bonds  were  broken.  As  I  said  before,  it  was  a  very 
unfortunate  affair,  and  I  regret  exceedingly  that  it  ever  happened. 

Permanent  Pavements 

Repairs  have  been  made  to  both  bitulithic  pavements,  the  cost  of 

which  was 

Broadway $1,029.87 

Spring  Street 341.48 

Total  $1,371.35 

These  pavements  are  fast  becoming  beyond  repair,  and  they 
should  be  replaced  with  an  entire  new  wearing  surface,  especially  the 
Broadway  Pavement. 

The  Spring  Street  Pavement  at  the  two  new  turnouts  at  Howard 
Street  and  Webster  Street  was  replaced  by  this  department,  and  the 
Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  reimbursed  us  for  the  cost  of 
same.  This  amount,  with  the  amounts  received  from  both  Street 
Railway  Companies  for  repairs  to  pavements  between  and  outside  of 
rails,  was  deposited  with  the  City  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  ap- 
propriation for  Street  Repairs. 

Bellevue  Avenue  Asphalt  Macadam 

This  year,  we  laid  an  asphalt  macadam  roadbed  on  Bellevue  Ave- 
nue, from  Kay  Street  to  point  near  Webster  Street,  adjoining  the 
work  done  last  season,  a  distance  of  5,416  feet  containing  16,048  square 
yards,  also,  laid  a  section  of  the  same  construction  on  Bellevue  Avenue, 
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from  Wheatland  Avenue— south,  for  a  distance  of  1,405  feet,  contain- 
ing 4,472  square  yards;  making  a  total  of  6,821  feet  in  length,  con- 
taining 20,520  square  yards  of  3"  work,  which  was  laid  at  an  average 
cost  of  thirty-nine  cents  per  square  yard,  two  cents  less  than  last  year. 

Appropriation,  $8,000.00;  Expenditures,  $7,997.86;  Balance,  $2.14. 

After  writing  to  several  dealers  and  producers  of  asphalt  and  ob- 
taining samples  and  prices,  I  was  authorized  by  vote  of  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Aldermen  to  purchase  the  material  from  the  same  company 
as  last  season,  "The  American  Asphaltum  and  Rubber  Company,"  of 
Chicago,  Illinois,  at  the  rate  of  eleven  cents  per  gallon,  f .  o.  b.  New- 
port, R.  I.,  which  is  one-half  cent  per  gallon  more  than  last  year. 

The  crushed  stone  was  furnished  by  Mr.  John  F.  Sullivan  at  the 
rate  of  $1.20  per  ton  delivered,  thirty  cents  less  per  ton  than  last  year. 

We  also  purchased  an  Asphalt  Heater  for  $352.00,  which  was 
charged  to  this  account. 

The  new  5-ton  Double  Drive  Tandem  Roller  bought  this  spring, 
helped  out  amazingly  with  the  work,  the  same  engineer  operating  both 
rollers  alternately.

Bellevue  Avenue,  for  nearly  its  entire  length,  has  received  an 

Asphalt  Macadam  Roadbed;  total  length  to  date  is  11,776  feet,  leaving 

a  distance  at  the  lower  end  of  the  avenue  of  1,485  feet,  containing 

about  5,000  square  yards,  not  completed. 

Easton's  Beach  Road  Asphalt  Macadam 

In  accordance  with  the  special  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  an 
asphalt  macadam  roadbed  was  laid  on  Easton's  Beach  Road,  from  the 
Bridge  to  a  point  just  beyond  the  pavilion  at  Easton's  Beach,  a  dis- 
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tance  of  2,262  feet  in  length,  containing  7,020  square  yards  of  six  inch 
work,  which  was  laid  at  an  average  cost  of  .669  per  square  yard. 

Part  of  this  roadbed  is  occupied  by  the  tracks  of  the  Bay  State 
Street  Railway  Company,  and  the  company  reimbursed  this  depart- 
ment to  the  amount  of  $201.00.  their  share  of  the  expense,  which 
amount  was  deposited  with  the  City  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  this 
appropriation. 

An  Asphalt  Heater  was  also  purchased  for  $352.00  which  was 
charged  to  this  account. 

Appropriation,  $4,500.00  plus  amount  received  from  Street  Rail- 
way Company,  $201.00,  making  a  total  of  $4,701.00; 

Expenditure  $4,700.89;    Balance,  11  cents.

Asphalt  Macadam 

On  March  3rd,  1913,  your  Honorable  Body  passed  a  resolution, 
authorizing  and  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  use  asphalt  in 
the  construction  of  macadam,  remacadamizing,  or  re-surfacing  of 
roadbeds  in  so  far  as  his  judgment  may  deem  it  advisable. 

In  accordance  with  this  resolution,  I  laid  asphalt  macadam  road- 
beds on  Bath  Road,  from  E  as  ton's  Beach  Road  to  Freebody  Street ; 
on  Harrison  Avenue,  from  Carroll  Avenue  to  Chastellux  Avenue;  and 
also  on  Bull  Street. 

On  Bath  Road,  the  Bay  State  Railway  Company  laid  a  double 
track,  from  Freebody  Street  to  the  end  of  their  line  at  the  Beach, 
and  the  roadbed  was  regraded  for  nearly  the  entire  length  of  same. 

The  Street  Railway  Company  reimbursed  this  department  for 
laying  the  Asphalt  Macadam  between  the  eighteen  inches  outside  of 
their  rails,  which  amount  was  deposited  with  the  City  Treasurer  to  the 
credit  of  the  appropriation  for  Street  Repairs. 

Total  length,  3,634  feet,  containing  13,030  square  yards  ;  average 
depth,  3  inches  ;  total  expenditure,  $3,423.3]  ;  average  cost  per  square

Eas  ton's  Beach  Bridge 

At  last,  after  many  years,  we  have  a  substantial  concrete  bridge 
built  across  the  creek  at  the  Middletown  Line.  Size— Length  15  feet ; 
width  42  feet ;  width  of  roadbed,  40  feet. 

The  bridge  was  built  by  the  employees  of  this  department  at  an 
expense  of  $1,400.79,  less  amount  received  for  sale  of  lumber  of  old 
bridge,  $11.00 ;  making  the  net  cost,  $1,389.79. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  The  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company 
cut  and  gave  us  a  number  of  steel  rails  for  re-enforcement  toward  the 
construction  of  the  bridge,  and  also  furnished  and  delivered  between 
four  and  five  hundred  loads  of  earth  toward  the  approaches,  we  were 
able  to  complete  the  work  at  a  much  lower  figure  than  the  estimate. 

A  statement  of  the  cost  of  construction  was  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen.  In  accordance  with  the 
action  taken  by  the  Board,  it  was  sent  to  the  Town  of  Middletown,  R. 
I.,  their  share  being  one-third  of  the  expense,  $463.26,  and  which 
amount  has  not  yet  been  paid  by  said  Town.

5-Ton  Doable  Drive  Tandem  Roller 

We  purchased  last  spring,  under  the  direction  of  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Aldermen,  a  5-Ton  Double  Drive  Tandem  Roller,  from  the 
Buffalo  Steam  Roller  Company.  Although  the  amount  appropriated 
was  based  upon  their  price  submitted,  we  were  able  to  prevail  upon 
their  representative  to  reduce  the  price  to  $2,075.00,  thereby  saving 
$75.00  for  the  city. 

Second  Ward  Sewerage  System 

It  is  now  two  years  since  this  system  was  installed,  and  up  to  the 
present  time,  it  has  worked  very  satisfactory.  Fifty-four  sewer 
connections  have  been  made  to  this  system  to  date. 

On  December  10th,  the  electric  pumps,  etc.,  were  thoroughly  in- 
spected by  Messrs.  Scannevin  and  Potter,  and  they  report  that  the 
apparatus  is  in  excellent  condition.  Chief  Foreman  Burdick  visits  the 
plant  daily  to  inspect  the  pumps,  etc.  During  the  year  the  electric 
power  has  cost  $620.26,  which  compares  favorably  with  last  year, 
which  was  $763  24. 

In  connection  with  this  system,  a  sewer  was  laid  in  Kay  Street 
Boulevard,  from  Eustis  Avenue  east,  for  a  distance  of  353  feet,  at  a 
cost  of  $242.20. 

Appropriation,  $1,000.00  ;  Expenditure,  $899.39  ;  Balance,  $100.61. 

Marchant  Street  Sewer 

The  department  was  favored  with  exceptionally  dry  weather  this 
year,  while  installing  the  new  storm  water  sewer  in  Marchant  Street, 
which  empties  into  the  lower  harbor,  near  the  Gas  Works.  The  trench 
was  free  from  water  nearly  all  the  time,  therefore  it  was  not  necessary 
to  use  pumps  or  sheathe  up  the  sides  of  the  ditch  as  was  anticipated. 
The  men  could  also  work  to  better  advantage  under  these  favorable 
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conditions,  consequently  a  saving  was  made  of  nearly  one-half  of  the 
amount  appropriated. 

This  sewer  was  laid  for  the  purpose  of  giving  relief  to  the  res- 
idents in  this  locality,  especially  during  heavy  rain  storms.  Up  to  the 
present  time,  the  system  has  worked  very  satisfactorily.  We  have 
experienced  a  few  heavy  storms  since  the  system  was  installed  and 
upon  inspection  the  conditions  in  this  locality  were  found  normal.

Eleven  catch  basins  and  eleven  eyeholes  were  built  under  a  sep- 
arate appropriation,  and  they  connect  with  the  Marchant  Street  storm 
sewer.

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King  Street  Sewer 

Although  an  attempt  was  made  to  lay  a  sewer  for  a  short  distance 
in  King  Street,  from  William  Street  south,  it  was  found  that  the 
sewer  in  William  Street  was  not  of  sufficient  depth  by  two  feet  to 
accommocate  the  petitioners,  so  the  proposition  was  abandoned. 

Appropriation  $150.00 ;  expenditure  $43.20  ;  balance  $106.80. 

Third  Street  Sewer 

Gum  Factory  to  the  Sea 

This  department  was  unable  to  construct  this  sewerage  system 
because  the  United  States  Government  refused  to  allow  the  City  of 
Newport  the  right  of  way  across  their  property,  from  Third  Street  to 
the  harbor.  As  no  other  route  was  provided,  the  matter  will  have  to 
lay  over  until  another  year. 

Casey  Court  Sewerage  System 

The  department  was  also  unable  to  construct  this  sewerage  system 
because  the  City  Solicitor  is  having  difficulty  in  connection  with  the 
heirs  of  one  or  two  estates  bordering  on  the  Almy  Pond,  to  obtain 
property  rights,  etc.  This  matter  will  also  have  to  lay  over  until 
another  time. 

The  sum  of  $10,000.00  each  was  appropriated  for  these  two  sewer 
propositions,  which  amounts  would  have  to  be  raised  by  notes,  but,  as 
the  work  could  not  be  performed,  the  City  Treasurer  was  not  obliged 
to  raise  the  money.

The  total  cost  was  $682.88,  which  was  paid  from  the  appropriation 
for  Street  Repairs.

Annual  Report  of  the  Public  School 

Committee 


To  the  Honorable  the  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport. 

Gentlemen:— The  Public  School  Committee  herewith  present  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  1913,  together  with  the  usual  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  of  all  the  subordinate  reports  of  this 
department  for  the  school  year  ending  in  June,  1913. 

The  registration  of  the  last  three  years  was  as  follows:

This  table  shows  a  growth  of  42.  In  the  Rogers  the  growth  was 
quite  marked.  The  loss  of  1912,  due  to  the  new  parochial  school,  was 
partially  regained. 

The  crowding  at  present  is  mostly  in  grade  VII  where  there  are 
forty-two  more  pupils  than  the  normal  and  hygienic  seating  capacity 
of  the  six  rooms.  In  grade  IV  there  is  another  wave  where  there  are 
forty-three  more  pupils  than  there  should  be  in  the  eight  rooms. 

In  1913,  six  teachers  and  one  assistant  resigned— four  for  marri- 
age,  one  because  of  continued  illness,  one  for  study,  and  one  because 
of  promotion  in  another  state. 

Two  of  the  retired  teachers  who  were  on  City  and  State  pensions 
died— John  Roland  Leslie  who  served  in  the  Rogers  during  twenty-six 
years,  and  Rachel  Moulton  Friend  who  served  in  the  grades  forty-two 
years. 

The  seven  vacancies  were  filled  by  promotion  and  election  as  fol- 
lows: Five  graduates  of  the  Rogers  (four  being  also  graduates  of  the 
State  Normal  School  and  one  of  Smith  College,)  a  graduate  of  a 
Massachusetts  Normal  with  several  years  experience  as  principal,  and 
a  graduate  of  Pratt  Institute.     The  corps  of  the  Rogers  was  increased 
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by  the  election  of  a  former  Rogers  graduate  who  is  a  graduate  of 
Wellesley  with  several  years  of  experience. 

This  brief  statement  shows  that  this  Board  tries  to  secure  suc- 
cessful training  and  practice  in  the  candidates  elected. 

In  June,  1912,  eighty-nine  teachers  were  elected  on  tenure,  and  in 
June,  1913,  seven  were  added  to  the  list  making  a  total  of  ninety-six. 
Six  of  these,  however,  have  resigned. 

In  September  the  action  of  the  Public  School  Committee  at  its 
December  meeting  in  1912,  took  effect,  and  now  the  maximum  salary 
of  the  kindergarten  and  grades  I-VI  will  be  $650  instead  of  $600.  Al- 
so in  September,  by  a  vote  last  June,  the  teachers  of  grade  VII  re- 
ceived a  maximum  of  $700. 

In  the  schools  the  Civic  League  continued  its  good  work  both  for 
pupils  and  parents.  The  members  of  the  educational  and  social  de- 
partments of  the  League  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  Public  School 
Committee  for  they  are  doing  a  very  necessary  work— a  work  that  the 
parents  have  good  reason  for  demanding  of  the  Board  itself.  These 
two  aims  of  the  League  are  characteristic  of  the  best  phases  of 
woman's  helpfulness  in  more  than  two  hundred  places  that  have  been 
investigated. 

A  brief  mention  should  be  made  of  the  Civic  Welfare  Exhibit  for 
it  was  beneficial  to  this  department  although  it  covered  a  far  broader 
field  of  public  usefulness.  This  Board  permitted  the  use  of  the  Rogers 
High  School  during  the  week  of  the  spring  vacation.  The  exhibits  of 
data  and  statistics  illustrating  education,  health,  recreation,  the  work- 
ing child,  and  the  neglected  child,  and  the  lectures,  demonstrations, 
and  games  attracted  an  audience  that  represented  one-quarter  of  the 
whole  population  of  Newport.  Twenty-four  organizations  of  the  City 
had  some  part  in  the  exhibit  and  the  "welfare"  of  the  City  must  have 
been  more  highly  appreciated  even  if  it  were  not  at  once  increased. 

For  the  third  year  the  Playgrounds  had  a  successful  summer  ses- 
sion under  the  control  of  the  Public  School  Committee.  The  enroll- 
ment of  the  three  years  (853,  1301  and  1813)  and  the  average  daily 
attendance  (216,  334  and  451)  showed  a  steady  growth  and  also  an 
appreciation  of  the  opportunities  offered.  More  hand  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  plays  and  games  characterized  the  season.  New 
apparatus  was  added  and  gradually  the  five  grounds  are  being  well 
equipped. 

In  answer  to  the  request  of  this  Board,  but  not  strictly  in  harmony 
with  it,  the  citizens  voted  the  money,  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  pur- 
chased two  athletic  fields— a  nine-acre  lot  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
City  and  another  of  nearly  three  acres  in  the  northern.  The  latter 
furnishes  a  field  for  base  and  football  for  the  Rogers  High  School. 

Although  the  George  Gordon  King  estate  was  a  gift  to  the  whole 
City,  no  other  department  of  the  City  will  receive  greater  good  than 
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this.  A  new  library  building,  a  social  center  for  the  Civic  League,  a 
playground,  and  a  school  garden  are  certainly  direct  helps  to  the  public 
schools.  For  a  third  time  the  name  of  King  must  be  inscribed  on  the 
roll  of  honor  of  the  Public  School  Committee. 

Never  will  the  Evening  Schools  be  able  to  do  their  best  work  until 
some  way  shall  be  found  to  compel  regular  attendance  for  at  least  80 
per  cent,  of  the  sessions.  Other  places,  although  without  authority  of 
the  law,  demand  a  deposit  which  will  be  returned  for  such  attendance. 
This  deposit  excludes  at  once  those  who  do  not  intend  to  make  a  busi- 
ness of  attending  regularly,  but  merely  are  present  when  convenient. 
The  irregularity  not  only  means  waste  of  time,  money,  and  instruction, 
but  in  case  of  limited  classes,  it  excludes  some  who  would  like  to  at- 
tend. When  the  ' 'floaters' '  finally  drop  out,  it  is  too  late  for  new 
pupils  to  take  their  places— that  is,  the  work  is  then  too  far  advanced. 

The  Board  of  Health  increased  its  usefulness  during  the  year  1913, 
by  utilizing  to  a  greater  extent  the  services  of  the  school  nurse,  and 
by  having  its  eye-and-ear  specialist  conduct  the  test  in  accordance 
with  the  state  requirements.  The  first  complete  dental  inspection 
was  completed,  and  in  addition  the  school  dentists  gave  free  treat- 
ment to  those  who  needed  it.  The  free  service  included  examination, 
extraction,  and  cleaning,  and  in  some  cases  the  gift  of  brushes  and 
powder.  This  advance  in  the  care  of  school  children  places  Newport 
much  nearer  the  head  of  the  procession. 

For  the  first  time,  this  city  received  from  the  state  its  share  of 
the  appropriation  for  medical  inspection  ($250) .  As  the  school  work 
is  carried  on  by  the  Board  of  Health  according  to  the  wish  of  the 
Public  School  Committee  and  in  harmony  with  the  administration  of 
the  schools,  the  money  from  the  state  was  transferred  to  the  Board  of 
Health  to  pay  in  part  the  salaries  of  the  four  medical  inspectors. 

A  pleasing  feature  of  the  June  graduations  was  the  recognition  of 
the  two-score  years  of  service  of  the  principal  of  the  Rogers  High 
School.  The  Alumni  presented  with  appropriate  remarks  of  apprecia- 
tion a  loving  cup  with  the  following  inscription:— 

presented  to 

Frank  Edgar  Thompson 

by  the  graduates  of  the 

Rogers  High  School 

newport,  r.  i.

In  addition,  there  was  a  substantial  foundation  for  a  scholarship  to  be 
known  as  the  Frank  Edgar  Thompson  Fund. 
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Since  the  summer  vacation  a  persistent  and  consistent  advance  in 
domestic  science  has  been  made.  This  subject  must  be  carried  into 
the  Rogers  High  School  as  a  regular  feature  of  the  curriculum  with 
definite  daily  periods  and  with  a  full  diploma  value. 

The  change  in  the  head  of  the  department  was  not  completed  in 
time  to  offer  a  full  course  this  year,  but  volunteers  from  grades  XI, 
XII,  and  XIII  (37  pupils)  formed  two  groups  for  extra  work. 

Miss  Ruth  1.  Woodruff,  a  graduate  of  Pratt  Institute,  is  slowly 
readjusting  the  work  of  grades  IV-IX  and  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
work  that  she  gains  this  year,  she  will  be  able  to  lay  out  a  satisfactory 
course  for  grade  X  for  next  year.  This  work  should  be  highly  developed 
and  thoroughly  equipped.  It  Is  possible  to  do  this  by  the  use  of  the 
income  from  the  Ellen  Townsend  Fund  without  extra  cost  to  the  City 
except  for  instruction. . 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  northern  school  district  of  the  city  made 
the  need  of  an  addition  to  the  Coggeshall  so  evident  that  in  its  Octo- 
ber meeting  this  Board  asked  the  Representative  Council  to  place  on 
the  ballot  for  the  City  election  in  December  the  following  :— 

"Shall  the  Board  of  Aldermen  under  the  direction  of  the  Repre- 
sentative Council  be  authorized  to  build  a  four  room  addition  to  the 
Coggeshall  School  at  a  sum  not  exceeding  Thirty-five  Thousand  Dollars, 
to  be  derived  from  the  sale  of  bonds  of  this  city  to  be  issued  under 
the  direction  of  the  Representative  Council,  of  such  amounts,  at  such 
rate  of  interest,  payable  at  such  times  and  upon  such  terms  as  the 
said  Representative  Council  shall  prescribe?" 

The  result  of  the  vote  Tuesday,  December  2,  was  in  favor  of  the 
proposition  by  a  vote  of  more  than  two  to  one. 

At  the  same  meeting  a  second  request  was  made  for  a  new  building 
to  replace  the  Clarke  which  was  built  in  1852.  The  following  was 
the  official  statement  on  the  ballot  :— 

"Shall  the  Board  of  Aldermen  under  the  direction  of  the  Repre- 
sentative Council  be  authorized  to  purchase  a  site  on  Mary  Street  and 
to  erect  thereon  a  school  building  to  replace  the  Clarke  School  at  a 
sum  not  exceeding  Ninety  Thousand  Dollars,  to-be  derived  from  the 
sale  of  bonds  of  this  city  to  be  issued  under  the  direction  of  the  Repre- 
sentative Council,  of  such  amounts,  at  such  rate  of  interest,  payable 
at  such  times  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  said  Representative  Council 
shall  prescribe?" 

The  vote  on  this  proposition  was  also  favorable  by  a  vote  of 
nearly  two  to  one.  The  Public  School  Committee  have  reason  to  be 
gratified  with  the  support  the  citizens  have  always  given  them  in  their 
efforts  to  increase  the  school  accommodations. 

Because  of  her  health  Mrs.  Mary  S.  W.  Marsh  was  obliged,  much 
to  her  own  regret  and  also  to  that  of  the  Board,  to  resign  her  member- 
ship in  the  Public  School  Committee  at  the  end  of  her  eighth  year. 
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This  Board,  through  a  special  committee,  expressed  its  appre- 
ciation of  her  helpful  and  faithful  service. 

In  the  last  part  of  the  year  the  continued  illness  of  the  Chairman 
of  this  Board  made  the  need  of  a  Vice-chairman  so  apparent  that  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  were  amended  to  include  such  an  official  and 
Mr.  Thomas  P.  Peckham  was  elected.

Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department 


To  the  Honorable  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport: 

Gentlemen:— The  Board  of  Firewards,  in  compliance  with  Chapter 
16  of  the  City  Ordinances  governing  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city, 
herewith  submits  for  your  consideration  their  annual  report  of  the 
condition  and  operations  of  the  department  under  their  charge  during 
the  year  ending  Deccember  31st,  1913. 

Accompanying  this  report  will  be  found  a  roster  of  the  department 
containing  the  names,  rank  and  number  of  badge,  occupation  and  resi- 
dence of  the  members  thereof,  a  statement  showing  the  amount  of  the 
Fire  Department  appropriations  and  the  sum  expended  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  department,  a  list  of  fires  and  alarms  of  fires,  the 
damage  occasioned  thereby,  and  the  amount  of  insurance  thereon :  also 
the  amount  of  insurance  paid  as  near  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain. 

We  also  append  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  we  deem 
necessary  to  properly  increase  the  efficiency  of  this  department,  and 
we  trust  they  will  meet  your  approbation. 

The  houses  and  apparatus  in  charge  of  the  department  are  in  fair 
condition  and  the  force  under  good  discipline,  and  they  by  their  prompt- 
ness in  responding  to,  and  efficiency  in  working  at  fires,  have  enabled 
the  same  to  be  confined  to  the  buildings  in  which  they  originated, 
thereby  preventing  what  in  several  cases  threatened  to  be  serious 
fires. 

Manual  Force  of  the  Department 

New  members  have  been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  several 
companies  as  they  occurred  during  the  year,  making  the  call  force  at 
present  number  118  men,  the  permanent  force  24  men,  the  entire 
force  numbering  142. 

Horses 

The  department  at  the  present  time  owns  21  horses,  none  being 
purchased  this  year  as  the  appropriation  was  transferred  to  Auto  Car 
for  Chief. 

Hydrants 

The  number  of  fire  hydrants  in  service  December  31st,  1913,  was 
320,  two  having  been  added  this  year. 
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Hose 

The  amount  of  hose  on  hand  at  this  date  is  10,500  feet,  of  which 
6,600  feet  are  in  good  condition,  2,650  feet  in  fair  condition,  and  1,250 
feet  in  poor  condition.  We  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  1,000 
feet  of  hose,  same  brand  as  now  in  service.  17,800  feet  2 J  inch  fire 
hose  has  been  laid  and  wet,  5,400  feet  of  chemical  hose  wet,  and  1,641 
gallons  of  chemical  fluid  used  during  the  year. 

Repairs  to  Stations 

Only  such  repairs  were  made  as  were  absolutely  necessary  to  keep 
them  in  serviceable  condition,  the  most  extensive  being  placing  new 
concrete  floors  in  the  Stations  of  Combination  1  and  2. 

New  Purchases 

1,500  feet  2\  inch  Fire  Hose;  2  new  Fire  Alarm  Boxes,  to  replace 
Box  14  at  Thames  and  Poplar  Streets,  and  Box  27  at  Catherine  and 
Ayrault  Streets;  1  new  Box  No.  531  at  Perry  Street,  near  Bellevue 
Avenue;  1  new  Box  No.  241  at  Gibbs  Avenue,  opposite  Robinson  Street. 

One  Combination  Chemical  and  Hose  Motor  Car,  Robinson  Manu- 
facturing Co. ,  Builders.  Installed  at  Station  of  Combination  Co.  No. 
1,  West  Marlborough  Street. 

One  Combination  Chemical  and  Hose  Motor  Car,  American  La 
France  Fire  Engine  Co. ,  Builders.  To  be  installed  at  Station  of  Com- 
bination Co.  No.  2,  Thames  Street. 

One  Chief's  Auto  Car. 

Two  new  Fire  Hydrants  have  been  installed,  one  at  County  and 
Union  Streets;  one  at  Carroll  and  Harrison  Avenues.

All  the  apparatus  has  been  kept  in  good  serviceable  condition. 
Here  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  to  the  age  of 
our  steam  fire  engines  now  in  service  and  the  liability  of  any  one  of 
them  giving  out. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  members  of  the  City  Government,  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
the  department  under  his  direction,  and  all  citizens  who  in  any  way  as. 
sisted  the  department  in  the  performance  of  its  duties. 

To  the  officers  and  members  of  this  department,  I  wish  to  especi- 
ally extend  thanks  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  many  duties  as- 
signed them.

Honorable  Body,  that  they  be  allowed  the  sum  of  nine  thousand 
(9,000)  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  a  Motor  Driven  Gasoline  Pumping 
Engine,  equipped  with  Piston  Pumps  of  a  capacity  of  seven  hundred

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Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


Newport,  R.  I.,  December  31st,  1913. 
Office  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

To  the  Honorable  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport: 

Gentlemen:— The  Board  of  Health  herewith  presents  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  1913. 

Organization 

The  Board  organized  January  20th,  by  electing  Dr.  Rufus  E. 
Darrah,  President,  and  Mr.  Frank  M.  Greenlaw  as  Secretary. 

Seventeen  (17)  Regular  and  thirteen  (13)  Special  meetings  have 
been  held  during  the  year. 

Deaths 

Three  hundred  and  forty-six  (346)  deaths  were  reported,  giving 
an  annual  death  rate  of  12.14  per  cent,  per  thousand.  The  average 
age  of  decedents  was  forty-four  years,  six  months,  eighteen  days,  and 
the  oldest,  ninety-four  years,  three  months,  four  days. 

Communicable  Diseases 

A  total  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  cases  (325)  of  commu- 
nicable diseases  were  reported  during  the  year  with  twenty-four  (24) 
deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Ninety-five  (95)  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported,  with  one 
(1)  death. 

On  January  21st,  the  Board  received  a  communication  from  the 
Newport  Hospital,  stating  that  no  more  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  could 
be  receiveduntil  some  of  those  in  the  ward  had  been  discharged.  At 
this  time  four  (4)  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported  from  a  family 
consisting  of  three  adults,  and  nine  children,  who  were  living  in  a 
tenement  house  where  proper  quarantine  could  not  be  maintained  and 
the  wage  earner  would  have  to  give  up  his  employment,  if  the  cases 
remained  at  home.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  Board  deemed  it 
necessary  to  open  the  Emergency  Hospital  on  Maple  Avenue.  After 
consulting  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Solicitor,  as  to  the 
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legal  right  of  this  Board  to  take  such  action,  the  Hospital  was  opened 
on  January  22nd. 

The  cases  were  removed  there  on  that  day,  and  the  place  main- 
tained until  March  15th,  at  which  time  the  Newport  Hospital  was  able 
to  care  for  all  such  cases.  The  cost  of  opening  and  maintaining  the 
Emergency  Hospital,  and  the  care  of  the  eight  (8)  patients  was  nine 
hundred  ninety-seven  dollars  and  eight  cents  ($997.08). 

Diphtheria 

Ninety-six  (96)  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  with  one  (1) 
death.  On  January  29th,  a  case  of  Diphtheria  was  reported  to  the 
Board  which  required  Hospital  treatment  but  as  the  Newport  Hospi- 
tal had  all  its  accommodations  for  such  cases  filled,  the  Board  made 
arrangements  to  open  a  second  ward  at  the  Emergency  Hospital.  The 
case  was  removed  there  on  January  29th,  and  died  about  four  hours 
after  being  admitted. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  has  been  furnished  free  on  the  request  of 
any  physician.  During  the  year  four  hundred  forty-five  (445)  pack- 
ages have  been  given  out,  which  number  includes  that  furnished  the 
Newport  Hospital. 

Measles 
Sixty-six  (66)  cases  of  Measles  were  reported  with  no  deaths 

Anterior  Polyomelitis 

Three  (3)  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported  with  one  death. 
After  death  or  the  termination  of  the  disease  the  premises  are  disin- 
fected. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

Thirty-five  (35)  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  reported 
with  twenty  (20)  deaths.  It  is  strange  to  note  that  the  number  of 
cases  reported  and  the  number  of  deaths,  are  the  same  as  for  1912. 

The  work  done  by  this  department  towards  stamping  out  this 
disease,  has  been  limited  to  the  disinfection  and  general  cleaning  up 
of  the  premises  after  the  death  or  removal  of  the  patient.  Once  more 
the  Board  emphasizes  the  fact  that  until  a  place  is  provided  for  the 
segregation  and  care  of  all  chronic  cases,  but  little  can  be  accomplished 
in  the  curing  and  controlling  of  this  disease. 

Typhoid  Fever 

Thirty-three  (33)  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  reported  with  two 
deaths.  Of  the  cases  reported  twenty-one  (21)  were  from  among  mem- 
bers of  the  Newport  Artillery  Company  of  this  city,  who  had  returned 
from  a  trip  to  Put-in-Bay. 
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The  seriousness  of  the  outbreak,  not  only  among  the  members  of 
the  Artillery  Company  in  this  city,  but  among  others  from  different 
parts  of  the  state,  who  were  on  this  trip,  was  attested  by  the  fact 
that  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Public  Health  Service,  detailed  Dr. 
Hugh  DeValon  to  investigate  the  conditions  existing  among  the  entire 
party  from  this  state,  and  endeavor  to  locate  the  source  or  cause  of 
the  infection. 

As  the  cases  were  reported  to  this  department,  a  campaign  of  dis- 
infecting and  cleaning  up  of  the  rooms,  bedding  and  clothing  of  the 
patient,  was  begun,  and  as  a  result  no  secondary  cases  have  arisen. 

One  hundred  thirty-eight  (138)  immunizing  doses  of  Typhoid  Vac- 
cine have  been  furnished  free  by  this  Board,  to  all  those  who  came  in 
contact  with  the  disease  and  desired  its  use  as  a  preventative  measure. 

Bacteriologist 

The  work  of  the  Bacteriologist  has  proven  of  great  value  in 
safeguarding  the  public  health. 

This  work  consists  in  examinations  of  cultures  for  suspected 
Diphtheria,  for  the  release  of  all  cases  ;  for  Cautionary  cultures,  from 
those  excluded  from  school  owing  to  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the  family. 
A  confirmation  of  suspected  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  and  the  ex- 
amination for  the  discharge  of  the  same.  The  examination  of  sputa 
for  Tubercule  Baccilli,  as  well  as  Widal  tests  for  reaction  in  suspected 
Typhoid. 

One  half  hour  has  been  devoted  each  school  day  at  this  office  for 
the  examination  of  pupils  who  have  been  excluded  or  been  absent  from 
school  for  any  cause,  and  who  wish  to  be  readmitted  to  the  afternoon 
session. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools  is  being  recognized  as  an  im- 
portant branch  of  all  Health  departments,  and  the  cost  of  this  work 
is  small  when  compared  with  the  good  results  accomplished. 

Newport  Schools  are  divided  into  four  districts,  as  follows  : 

District  1.  Rogers  High,  Calvert,  Cranston,  Coggeshall. 

District  2.  Hazard  Memorial,  Mumford,  Potter,  Callender. 

District  3.  Codding  ton,  Thayer,  Clarke,  Townsend  Industrial. 

District  4.  St.  Mary's,  Lenthal,  Carey,  St.  Augustine's,  Parish. 

Each  school  is  visited  every  school  day,  by  the  school  inspectors 
and  a  sharp  lookout  kept  for  any  sign  of .  contagious  or  infectious 
diseases  among  the  pupils,  and  whenever  any  suspicious  case  is  found, 
the  pupil  is  at  once  excluded  from  school,  and  not  readmitted  until  ex- 
amined by  the  physician  to  the  Board. 

The  teachers  in  the  public  and  parochial  schools  have  been  of 
much  assistance  in  their  cooperation  with  the  School  Inspectors. 
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During  the  year  the  pupils  in  the  public  and  parochial  schools  have 
been  examined  for  defective  sight  and  hearing  by  the  specialist  em- 
ployed by  this  Board. 

School  Nurse 

The  value  of  this  part  of  School  Inspection  is  shown  in  the  smaller 
number  of  cases  excluded  from  the  schools  owing  to  skin  and  scalp 
diseases,  as  well  as  the  reduction  of  absences  of  pupils  who  have  been 
sent  home  from  school  for  a  "general  cleaning  up." 

Before  this  work  was  taken  up  by  this  department,  the  excluded 
child  was  sent  home  and  told  to  remain  from  school  until  cured.  Now 
these  cases  are  followed  up,  and  in  addition  to  the  actual  work  done 
by  the  Nurse  in  the  cleaning  up  of  the  child,  the  mothers  are  instructed 
as  to  their  proper  care,  with  the  result  that  the  excluded  ones  are  soon 
permitted  to  return  to  school. 

Dental  Inspection 

A  systematic  inspection  of  the  teeth  of  all  pupils  in  the  public 
and  parochial  schools,  has  been  made  by  the  Dental  Inspectors,  and 
in  such  cases  of  defective  teeth  as  are  found,  free  treatment  has  been 
given  at  the  Dental  Infirmary  of  the  Board  provided  the  child  has  no 
family  dentist.  The  interest  taken  by  both  children  and  parents  in 
this  very  necessary  branch  of  school  inspection  is  gratifying  to  this 
Board. 

Meat  Inspection 

Regular  daily  inspections  of  markets,  stores,  wholesale  houses  and 
restaurants  have  been  made.  The  real  value  of  this  work  cannot  be 
obtained  from  figures  alone  as  there  is  no  way  of  knowing  what  trouble 
might  have  been  caused  if  the  food  products,  which  have  been  con- 
demned and  destroyed,  had  been  permitted  to  be  offered  for  sale. 

A  marked  improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  stores  and 
restaurants  has  been  made.  This  work  has  been  somewhat  handicapped 
by  the  failure  of  your  Honorable  body  to  pass  an  ordinance  which  was 
presented  by  the  Board  of  Health,  in  May,  compelling  the  screening 
by  the  dealers,  of  all  fruits,  vegetables,  meats  etc.,  which  are  exposed 
for  sale,  such  a  measure  being  intended  as  a  protection  of  such  food 
products  against  contamination  by  flies. 

Most  dealers  do  not  seem  to  realize  the  importance  of  such  pro- 
tection and  until  such  time  as  the  public  demand  it  or  laws  are  created 
to  enforce  it,  the  results  will  not  be  the  success  the  Board  intended. 

Milk  Inspection 

The  supervision  of  our  milk  supply  is  one  of  the  most  important 
duties  of  a  health  department.  As  the  entire  work  of  farm  inspec- 
tions, sample  collections,  chemical  analysis,  and  bacteriological  ex  ami. 
nations  of  samples  has  to  be  done  by  the  Inspector  without  assistance, 
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the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  man  should  be  employed  and  devote 
his  entire  time  to  the  work.  In  order  to  get  some  suitable  person  to 
fill  this  position  and  give  his  entire  time,  it  will  be  necessary  for  your 
Honorable  body  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  Milk  Inspector.  The 
Board  believes  that  the  milk  supply  of  this  city  will  compare  favorably 
with  that  of  other  places,  which  fact  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the 
efficient  work  of  our  Milk  Inspector  in  instructing  and  encouraging  the 
producers  in  the  production  of  clean  and  wholesome  milk. 

Miscellaneous 

In  the  year  1902,  there  were  fourteen  hundred  ninety- two  (1492) 
privy  vaults  in  use  in  this  city,  and  on  the  compilation  of  this  report 
one  hundred  sixty-one  (161)  were  reported  as  being  used. 

These  figures  show  the  amount  of  work  that  the  Board  has  accom- 
plished in  abating  this  form  of  nuisance.  In  the  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Board  not  to  impose  any  hardship 
on  any  property  owner,  but  they  have  insisted  on  the  condemnation 
orders  being  carried  out  where  finances  would  permit. 

The  Board  has  been  liberal  in  granting  extensions  of  time  to  those 
who  could  not  afford  to  have  the  work  done  in  the  time  specified  by 
the  Board,  but  it  is  the  intention  to  continue  this  campaign,  until  the 
city  will  not  have  a  privy  vault  on  any  public  sewered  street. 

Free  distribution  has  been  made  of  Nitrate  of  Silver  solution  for 
the  prevention  of  ophthalmia  neomatorm  in  the  new  born. 

All  applications  for  licenses  for  Infants  Boarding  houses  in  this 
city  are  approved  by  this  Board  before  the  State  Board  of  Charities 
and  Corrections  will  issue  a  license. 

This  Board  is  notified  by  the  Immigration  office  at  Ellis  Island  of 
all  immigrants  coming  into  the  United  States  from  countries  in  which 
cholera  is  prevalent,  and  whose  destination  is  given  as  Newport.  On 
such  notification,  the  physician  of  the  Board  investigates  the  case  at 
once  and  the  person  is  kept  under  observation  for  two  weeks. 

Recommendations 

The  Board  recommends  the  installation  of  an  adequate  outlet  for 
a  sewerage  system;  the  placing  of  the  so-called  Almy  Pond  district  in 
a  sanitary  condition;  the  passing  of  an  ordinance  in  amendment  of 
Chapter  24  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Newport,  com- 
pelling the  screening  of  all  food  products  by  dealers,  and  again  earn- 
estly recommend  the  establishment  of  a  plant  for  the  disposal  of  the 
City's  garbage,  in  a  sanitary  and  up-to-date  manner,  and  abandon  the 
obsolete  method  now  in  use.

Gentlemen  :— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1913. 

The  work  this  past  year  has  been  practically  carried  on  along  the 
same  lines  as  during  1912.  The  duties  of  the  Inspector  of  milk  are 
arranged  according  to  definite  plan  and  are  grouped  under  the  follow- 
ing heads. 

(1)  Inspection  of  farms 

(2)  Inspection  of  stores 

(3)  Collection  of  samples 

(a)  For  chemical  analysis. 

(b)  For  bacteriological  counting. 

(4)  Office  and  Clerical  work 

(a)  Office  hours  daily  from  9-10  a.  m.  except  Sundays 
and  holidays. 

(b)  Regular  Clerical  work.  Correspondence  with  dairy- 
men and  shop  keepers  etc.  Mailing  of  reports  of 
analysis  to  dairymen  and  shop  keepers.  Filing  of 
reports  in  card  catalogue  for  future  reference. 

(5)  Analysis  of  samples. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  in  general  has  been  excellent  from  a 
chemical  stand  point.  Bacteriologically  there  is  still  much  to  be  de- 
sired. We  have  first  the  farmers  and  dairymen,  generally  a  careful, 
intelligent  class  of  men,  hardworking  and  willing  to  take  reasonable 
steps  for  the  betterment  of  the  milk  situation.  While  it  has  been  rare 
for  us  to  find  samples  from  the  wagons  running  below  the  legal  stand- 
ards of  butter  fat  and  total  solids,  yet  in  warm  weather  we  very 
frequently  find  that  the  bacteriological  samples  ran  far  above  the 
maximum  of  300,000  per  cubic  centimeter,  the  limit  established  by  the 
Board. 

Farmers  are  as  a  class  practical  men  and  not  bacteriologists. 
They  believe  that  if  their  barns  are  clean,  their  cattle  clean,  their 
floors  clean  and  well  sanded  and  their  utensils,   pails,  cans,   etc.  well 
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washed  and  aired  and  that  carefulness  is  used  in  handling  that  they 
have  done  their  duty.  I  have  found  that  many  of  them  do  not  under- 
stand the  necessity  of  bacteriological  cleanliness,  and  I  believe  that 
when  they  do  understand  this  that  they  will  take  such  steps  as  will 
insure  a  far  better  product,  bacteriologically,  than  what  we  now  have. 

Most  of  the  dairymen  are  thoroughly  skeptical  of  the  importance 
of  the  small  top  milk  pail  and  -as  a  consequence  not  over  a  half  dozen 
men  on  the  Island  employ  that  type  of  pail.  It  has  been  demonstrated 
time  and  again  by  experts  that  in  old  barns  milk  drawn  into  open  pails 
contain  a  far  greater  number  of  bacteria  than  milk  drawn  into  the 
new  type  small  mouth  pail.  In  the  open  pail  hairs  and  dirt  from  the 
cow  and  the  dust  of  the  barn  have  free  access  to  the  pail  during  milk- 
ing while  in  the  case  of  the  pail  with  the  8  inch  opening,  the  dust 
strikes  the  enclined  head  of  the  pail  and  is  shunted  off.  A  greater 
effort  should  be  put  forth  to  convince  the  dairymen  of  the  value  of  the 
small  mouthed  pail. 

Another  feature  of  the  handling  of  milk  at  the  farm  which  is 
responsible  for  the  increased  bacteria  contents  of  the  milk  is  the  lack 
of  milk  houses. 

It  is  rare  to  find  a  practical  milk  house  on  our  dairy  farms.  The 
milk  of  each  cow  cut  soon  an  drawn  should  immediately  be  carried  from 
the  stable  to  a  specially  equipped  milk  room,  or  milk  house  and  handled 
there.  The  common  method  which  we  have  found  in  most  of  the  milk 
farms  is  to  leave  the  milk  in  the  barn  until  all  the  herd  is  milked  and 
then  take  the  cans  out  to  the  cooling  trough  or  tank  as  the  case  may 
be.  By  keeping  the  milk  in  the  stable  is  to  expose  it  to  the  dust  and 
dirt  which  carry  numerous  germs  into  it,  which  later  multiply  to  give 
us  our  high  bacteria  counts. 

Still  another  cause  of  high  bacteria  counts  is  in  the  inadequate 
cooling  of  milk.  During  our  course  of  inspection  we  have  found  these 
methods  of  cooling  in  force.  Cooling  by  air  alone,  cooling  by  setting 
the  cans  in  a  tub  of  water  and  cooling  by  ice 

The  air  cooling  method  applies  particularly  to  the  winter  time 
and  serves  its  purpose  during  protracted  cold  weather.  If  a  warm 
spell  comes  in  it  is  without  value.  • 

The  method  of  cooling  by  setting  the  cans  in  tubs  of  cold  water. 
This  is  the  method  commonly  employed.  During  the  warm  weather 
the  milk  when  drawn  is  placed  in  cans  and  the  cans  set  in  tubs  of  water 
drawn  from  the  well  and  kept  there  until  delivered  to  the  customer. 
This  is  not  a  really  efficient  method  of  cooling.  The  purpose  of  keep- 
ing milk  cold  is  to  inhibit  bacterial  growth.  Bacteria  grows  rapidly. 
Starting  with  10,000  to  the  cubic  centimeter  under  proper  conditions 
for  growth,  in  twenty  minutes  we  have  20,000,  in  forty  minutes  40,000 
and  so  on.  They  double  themselves  at  the  end  of  every  20  or  30  min- 
uces.  Now  by  cooling  the  milk  as  soon  as  drawn,  to  below  fifty  de- 
grees we  inhibit  this  growth  as  germs  multiply  very  slowly  below  that 
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temperature.  Now  if  the  milk  as  soon  as  drawn  is  placed  in  cans  and 
immediately  placed  in  ice  water  and  held  there,  the  bacterial  count 
on  that  milk  will  be  far  below  the  standard  adopted  by  the  Board.  If 
on  the  other  hand  the  cans  are  placed  in  cool  well  water  and  left  there 
over  night  until  the  morning  delivery,  the  heat  from  the  milk  is  going 
to  heat  the  water  so  that  it  no  longer  accomplishes  its  purpose.  All 
dairy  plants  should  be  equipped  with  a  milk  house,  in  which  is  a  cooling 
tank  in  which  ice  water  is  used  all  the  year  round  for  the  uniform  cool- 
ing of  milk. 

We  feel  that  much  interest  has  been  taken  by  the  dairymen  in 
bettering  their  plants.  In  some  cases  old  unsanitary  barns  have  been 
torn  down  and  modern  well  lighted,  well  ventilated,  stables  with  con- 
crete floors,  have  been  built.  In  some  cases  men  renting  farms  where 
the  owners  were  unwilling  to  spend  money  in  rehabilitating  them,  have 
bought  farms  of  their  own  where  they  could  improve  their  property 
and  feel  they  were  not  spending  money  for  some  ones  else  benefit. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  occasion  to  quarantine  a  number  of 
farms  on  account  of  contagious  diseases.  In  one  case  where  there  were 
several  cases  of  scarlet  fever  we  shut  the  supply  of  milk  off  entirely 
until  all  danger  of  infection  was  past-  In  another  instance  where  there 
were  ten  cases  of  diphtheria,  the  sick  ones  were  sent  to  an  adjacent 
farm  and  quarantined  for  three  months,  the  farmhands  and  other 
members  of  the  family  received  injection  of  antitoxin  and  all  utensils 
were  steam  sterilized.  This  dairyman  saw  the  advantage  of  steam- 
sterilization  and  took  steps  to  erect  a  cement  milk  house  with  steam 
boiler  and  steam  chest  and  has  employed  steam-sterilization  daily  ever 
since. 

During  the  recent  typhoid  epidemic  we  learned  that  several  milk 
men  had  been  exposed  to  typhoid  having  been  members  of  the  ill  fated 
Put-in-Bay  expedition.  We  interviewed  them  all,  had  them  file  at 
the  office  certificates  from  their  physician  to  the  effect  that  they  were 
free  from  typhoid  infection.  One  of  these  men  we  found  on  question- 
ing had  symptons  of  typhoid.  We  immediately  sent  him  in  to  the 
Newport  Hospital  and  satisfied  ourselves  that  the  milk  supply  from 
that  farm  would  not  be  a  source  of  danger. 

The  matter  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis  remains  about  the  same  as  a 
year  ago.  Only  three  or  four  dairymen  have  had  their  entire  herd 
tested  during  the  past  year.  Tuberculosis  among  cows  is  frightfully 
common.  In  some  herds  fifty  per  cent  or  more  are  undoubtedly 
tubercular.  Where  it  is  difficult  to  have  all  the  herd  tested  with 
tuberculin  it  seems  that  the  only  safe  method  of  protecting  the  con- 
sumer is  that  of  home-pasteurization.  The  method  is  simple  and 
much  probably  can  be  done  to  educate  the  public  to  see  its  advantages. 

In  April  your  board  gave  permission  to  employ  Dr.  John  H.  Sweet, 
Jr.,  as  a  collector  of  samples,  recompensing  him  from  my  salary  as 
there  was  no  appropriation  to  cover  the  salary  of  a  collector.     We 
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have  found  Dr.  Sweet  an  efficient,  industrious,  co-worker  and  with  his 
assistance  have  been  able  to  accomplish  more  than  we  could  have 
done  single  handed. 

The  laboratory  equipment  has  still  further  amplified  this  year  by 
the  addition  of  a  large  16  bottle  Electric  Babcock  Centrifuge.  A  new 
gas  water  heater  has  been  ordered  and  is  shortly  to  be  installed,  the 
old  one  having  rusted  out  completely.  New  electric  hanging  lamps 
have  been  placed  over  the  laboratory  table  for  the  facilitating  of  the 
work  during  the  late  afternoon.

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Report  of  Dental  Inspection 


To  the  Board  of  Health,  City  of  Newport,  R.  I. 

Gentlemen:— I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
dental  inspection  in  the  schools  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1913. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  along  the  lines  suggested  in  the 
last  report.  The  inspection  and  examination  of  the  teeth  of  pupils  has 
been  completed  in  the  public  and  parochial  schools  in  Grades  X  to  XIII 
inclusive. 

The  new  pupils  in  thirty-three  classes,  Kindergarten  to  Grade  VI 
have  been  examined  and  personally  instructed  as  to  proper  care,  and 
those  of  other  grades  will  follow  in  regular  order. 

An  important  step  has  been  the  establishment  of  the  Board  of 
Health  Dental  Infirmary  at  the  City  Hall  for  prophylactic  and  other 
treatment. 

General  Conditions 

The  following  conditions  have  been  found  in  the  inspection  and 
examination  of  530  pupils  of  Grades  X  to  XIII  inclusive.  10  never  used 
the  tooth-brush,  89  had  unclean  teeth,  237  had  stained  teeth,  276  had 
caries  (decayed  teeth),  86  suffered  from  aching  teeth,  138  had  ma- 
locclusion (irregular  teeth),  393  had  some  teeth  filled  and  249  have  had 
some  teeth  filled  during  the  year.  These  conditions  are  recorded  by 
grades  in  the  following  table.

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It  is  estimated  that  in  the  above  grades  about  fifteen  thousand 
teeth  were  examined,  1378  of  which  were  affected  by  caries  (about 
.9%),  374  crowns  had  been  destroyed  by  caries  (about  .025%),  241  had 
been  lost  by  extraction  (about  .016%),  there  were  5  anomalous  teeth 
and  1  supernumerary.  5  had  been  fractured  by  accident  and  not 
treated.    A  few  cases  of  abscess  were  found. 

Tables  II,  III  and  IV  show  the  conditions  of  individual  teeth  by 
grades. 

Conditions  of  Permanent  Teeth 

Of  the  teeth  of  530  pupils  examined  Grades  X  to  XIII  inclusive, 
755  upper  and  623  lower  teeth  were  affected  by  caries,  making  a  total 
of  1378.  Of  that  number  710  were  of  the  right  and  668  of  the  left  side. 
5  anomalies  (1  L.  Central,  1  L.  Lateral,  2  R.  Laterals,  and  1  R.  2nd 
Bicuspid)  all  upper  teeth  were  recorded.  1  supernumerary  upper  was 
found.  The  crowns  of  136  upper  and  238  lower  teeth  had  been  lost  by 
caries,  making  a  total  of  374.  Of  that  number  181  were  of  the  right 
and  193  of  the  left  side.  56  upper  and  185  lower  teeth,  a  total  of  241 
had  been  lost  by  extraction  (134  of  the  right  side,  107  of  the  left  side) . 
5  upper  teeth  (3  Left  Central  and  2  Right  Central  Incisors)  had  been 
fractured  by  accident  and  not  treated. 

The  Dental  Infirmary 

The  infirmary  has  been  opened  in  its  new  quarters  this  year,  and 
has  proved  a  great  success.  Since  the  opening  of  school  a  regular 
daily  hour  has  been  devoted  to  the  work  and  pupils  from  many  of  the 
public  and  parochial  schools  have  received  treatment.  A  total  of  317 
children  has  been  registered,  271  patients  have  received  prophylactic 
treatment,  16  have  received  other  necessary  treatment,  and  132  ex- 
tractions have  been  performed.  - 

Much  credit  is  due  Dr.  P.  E.  Clark  and  Dr.  C.  H.  Rogers,  who 
with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Nahan,  the  school  nurse,  have  been  in  at- 
tendance at  the  daily  clinic.  It  is  of  great  importance  that  this  work 
be  continued  the  coming  year. 

Recommendations 

It  is  no  longer  necessary  to  point  out  the  advantages  of  dental  in- 
spection, they  are  now  generally  recognized.  We  should,  however, 
extend  the  work.  Our  tables  show  an  improved  condition  of  the 
pupils  above  Grade  VI,  but  the  teeth  of  the  children  in  the  lower 
grades  give  us  greater  anxiety.  It  is  for  their  care  we  should  make 
our  first  efforts.  Our  examinations  reveal  almost  daily,  urgent  cases, 
where  we  could  and  should,  by  operative  means,  prevent  much  suffer- 
ing and  consequent  loss  of  teeth.    I  therefore  strongly  advise,  that 
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arrangements  be  made  to  provide  for  such  cases,  on  certain  hours  of 
each  week.  It  is  also  important  to  continue  the  examination  of  all  new 
pupils  and  to  notify  parents  of  defects,  and  of  the  greatest  importance 
that  occasional  brief  inspections  of  all  the  schools  be  made  during  the 
year,  that  existing  conditions  may  be  noted,  and  the  proper  care  of  the 
teeth  be  impressed  upon  all.

From  the  above  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  value  of 
building  operations  in  the  City  exceed  by  four  hundred  and  sixty 
six  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  ten  dollars  andjfifty  cents  ($466710.50) 
the  highest  previous  value  in  any  year  since  the  creation  of  this  office 
by  the  Representative  Council. 

I  have  followed  the  same  procedure  this  year  as  in  the  past,  that 
is,  a  thorough  study  of  excavation  and  the  completion  of  the  founda- 
tion, and  then  frequent  .inspections  of  the  upper  structure,  until  the 
final  completion  of  the  work. 

In  connection  with  my  duties  as  Inspector  of  Buildings,  by  direc- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Alderman,  I  superintended  and  supervised  the 
improvements  made  at  the  Newport  Beach  by  the  City  of  Newport. 

It  has  been  my  purpose  to  cause  at  all  times  a  strict  compliance 
of  the  provisions  of  statutes  of  the  State  and  ordinances  of  the  City, 
as  they  relate  to  building  operations.  My  orders  in  most  all  cases 
have  been  willingly  and  readily  complied  with,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
note  the  desire  on  the  part  of  most  of  the  Contractors  to  follow  out 
strictly  the  provisions  of  the  law.

To  the  Honorable  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport. 

Gentlemen:— The  Park  Commission  presents  the  following  report 
for  the  year  1913. 

All  the  parks,  cemeteries,  squares,  public  bath  house  and  public 
convenience  which  are  under  the  control  of  the  Park  Commission  have 
been  kept  in  good  order  and  repair. 

Band  concerts,  both  evening  and  Sunday  afternoon,  were  given  as 
usual  during  the  summer  in  Battery,  Touro,  Morton  Parks  and  the 
Mall. 

About  seven  hundred  feet  of  sea  wall  have  been  rebuilt  at  King 
Park. 

A  new  cement  walk  was  laid  in  Touro  Park. 

Trees  in  the  Parks  were  sprayed. 

Drinking  fountains  were  placed  in  Aquidneck  Park  and  the  Mall. 

The  Park  given  to  the  City  in  1912  and  called  King  Parkway  has 
been  re-named  and  is  now  known  as  Spencer  Parkway. 

A  new  fence  has  been  erected  around  the  Clifton  Burial  Ground  on 
Golden  Hill  Street. 

All  trees  in  the  Parks  have  been  pruned  and  some  have  been  headed 
down,  and  the  following  trees  have  been  taken  out:— 19  at  Morton 
Park;  9  at  Aquidneck  Park;  4  at  Touro  Park;  3  at  Equality  Park  and  1 
at  the  Mall. 

The  new  Park  on  Spring  and  Bowery  Streets,  the  most  generous 
gift  of  Mr.  George  Gordon  King  to  the  City,  has  been  taken  over  by 
the  Park  Commission  and  named  Aquidneck  Park.

Annual  Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Plumbing 

To  the  Honorable  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport. 

Gentlemen  :— The  Inspector  of  Plumbing  herewith  respectfully 
submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  Nineteen  Hundred  and 
Thirteen. 

The  number  of  plans  filed  and  the  value  of  the  plumbing  installed 
has  exceeded  what  it  has  been  for  the  past  few  years.  At  the  present 
time  there  is  in  the  course  of  installation  plumbing  on  several  of  the 
largest  contracts. 

During  the  year  there  has  come  to  my  notice  six  violations  of  the 
Plumbing  rules  by  persons  who  were  carrying  on  the  plumbing  busi- 
ness without  a  license.  I  caused  an  immediate  cessation  of  work  and 
directed  them  to  comply  with  provisions  of  the  law  and  secured  a 
license,  provided  they  intended  to  continue  in  said  business.  In  every 
instance  my  orders  were  complied  with. 

The  past  year  the  sanitary  conditions  of  a  number  of  dwellings 
have  beed  improved  by  the  removal  of  water  closets  from  dark  cellars 
and  unsanitary  places  and  the  abandonment  of  Privy  Vaults ;  and  the 
substitution  in  place  thereof  modern  sanitary  arrangements. 

This  Department  has  cooperated  with  the  Board  of  Health  to 
cause  an  enforcement  of  the  law  relating  to  sanitary  conditions,  with 
a  view  of  bettering  said  conditions.  Much  has  been  accomplished  in 
this  direction. 

I  have  endeavored  to  bring  about  a  strict  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinances  and  the  rules  and  regulations  as  they  re- 
late to  the  installation  of  plumbing  and  at  all  times  I  have  frequently 
and  carefully  inspected  and  has  under  my  supervision  all  the  work 
being  carried  on  in  this  direction.

Annual  Report  of  the  Commissioners  for  the 
Henderson  Home  for  Aged  Men 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport 

In  compliance  with  Section  9  of  the  Ordinance  of  said  City  relative 
to  the  establishment  and  government  of  the  Henderson  Home  for  Aged 
Men  the  Board  of  Commissioners  thereof  hereby  make  their  report  for 
the  year  1913. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  seven  registered  inmates 
of  the  Home  although  one  of  them  was  at  that  time  temporarily  ab- 
sent therefrom.  He  did  not  return  to  it  but  took  up  his  residence  with 
relatives  and  thereby  permanently  ended  his  relation  as  an  inmate  of 
the  Home.     He  died  in  November  last. 

Captain  Kelley,  the  first  person  admitted  as  an  inmate,  died  April 
20th  last,  on  his  seventy-eighth  birthday.  He  was  very  appreciative 
of  the  comforts  and  privileges  of  the  Home,  was  always  cheerful  and 
helpful  and  his  death  was  much  regretted. 

Four  new  members  have  been  admitted  this  year  of  whom  one, 
Mr.  Francis  Stanhope,  died  in  March,  some  six  weeks  after  his  ad- 
mission. There  are  now  in  the  Home  eight  inmates,  the  youngest  of 
whom  is  sixty-two  years  old  and  the  oldest  seventy-nine. 

As  we  have  one  pending  application  for  admission,  and  as  also  the 
present  capacity  of  the  Home  is  ten,  it  is  evident  that  its  maximum 
capacity  may  be  reached  before  a  great  while  and  that  the  question  of 
enlargement  will  then  become  a  practical  one. 

The  present  condition  of  the  buildings  and  other  property  of  the 
institution  is  excellent.  There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Home  and  the  life  there  during  the  year  has  been  without 
important  incident. 

The  accumulated  unexpended  income  is  now  $12,169.63  of  which 
$11,656.18  is  at  interest  at  4</c  per  annum. 

The  treasurer  presents  herewith  his  written  report  containing  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  People's 

Library. 


To  the  Honorable  Representative  Council  of  the  City  of  Newport,  R.  I. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  deed  of  trust  executed  by 
Christopher  Townsend,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  People's  Library  they 
herewith  present  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  April  30th, 
1913. 

During  the  past  year,  the  People's  Library  has  received  its  great- 
est gift,  since  the  several  donations  of  Mr.  Townsend,  founding  and 
providing  for  the  Library,  in  the  generous  disposition  by  Mr.  George 
Gordon  King  of  his  family  homestead,  with  the  land  immediately  about 
the  same,  for  a  public  Library  building.  On  December  25th,  last,  Mr. 
King  sent  the  following  communication  to  the  Library. 

"Dec.  25th,  1912. 
Hon.  William  P.  Sheffield,  President 
The  People's  Library, 

Newport,  Rhode  Island. 
My  dear  Mr.  Sheffield:— 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  I  am  today  sending  to 
His  Honor  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Newport,  which  explains  itself. 

In  that  letter  Reservation  No.  1  concerns  the  Trustees  of  the 
People's  Library  in  Newport.  If  my  proposed  gift  is  accepted  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  People's  Library  only  one  thought  and  one  condition 
I  wish  to  add,  namely: 

1.  If  either  now  or  at  any  future  time,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Trustees,  the  Brick  House  does  not  seem  suitable  or  desirable  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Library,  I  wish  the  Trustees  to  feel  that  they  have 
every  libery  to  remove  it  and  erect  another  in  its  place. 

2.  If  for  any  reason,  at  any  future  time,  it  seems  desirable  and 
best,  either  to  move  to  another  site  or  to  go  into  liquidation,  I  make 
the  condition  that  the  ground  reserved  for  the  purposes  of  the  "People's 
Library"  shall  then  be  added  to  the  Park,  if  my  offer  to  the  City  is 
accepted. 

I  will  be  grateful  if  the  Trustees  will  give  me  an  early  decision  in 

the  matter.

My  dear  Mr.  King: 

Your  communication  addressed  to  me,  as  President 

of  the  People's  Library,  bearing  date  December  25,  1912,  was  duly 

received  by  me  but  not  formally  acknowledged,  as  I  wished  first  to 

lay  the  same  before  our  Board  of  Trustees. 

For  various  reasons,  we  were  unable  to  have  a  meeting,  at  which 
all  the  Trustees  might  be  present,  until  yesterday,  January  20th,  and 
at  that  meeting  the  Trustees  passed  a  vote  accepting  your  very 
generous  offer  of  your  homestead  as  a  building  and  new  location  for 
the  library.    A  copy  of  this  vote  is  enclosed  herewith. 

The  Trustees  instructed  me,  in  conveying  their  decision  on  your 
offer,  to  express  to  you  their  deep  appreciation  of  your  generous 
donation  and  your  far-sighted  philanthrophy,  not  only  to  the  Library, 
but  to  the  whole  City. 

The  Trustees  encouraged  by  your  gifts  and  interest  in  their  work, 
are  hopefully  looking  forward  to  the  future  of  the  Institution,  in  so 
favorable  surroundings,  and  they  anticipate  that  the  Library  will  thus 
be  enabled  to  be  of  ever  increasing  usefulness  to  all  classes  in  the 
community.

The  action  of  the  Library  was  as  follows:— 

"VOTED:  That  the  People's  Library  accept  with  pleasure  the 
generous  offer  of  Mr.  George  Gordon  King  to  give  to  the  Library  the 
brick  house,  which  has  long  been  the  homestead  of  Mr.  King  and  his 
family  with  the  land  about  the  same,  for  a  new  site  for  the  Library, 
in  accordance  with  the  conditions  contained  in  the  offer  : 

That  the  Trustees  desire  to  place  on  their  records  their  apprecia- 
l  tion  of  this  thoughtful  and  valuable  donation,   the  greatest  that  has 

L  come  to  the  Library  since  the  gifts  of  its  founder,  Christopher  Towns- 

end,  so  long  a  friend  and  associate  of  Mr.  Edward  King,  the  father  of 
Mr.  King  : 

That  they  welcome  this  extension  of  their  facilities  which  will  en- 
able them  to  be  of  greater  usefulness  in  the  future  to  the  community  : 

This  Christmas  gift  to  the  Library,  following  and  supplementing 
many  large  and  useful  gifts  of  a  public  nature  made  by  Mr.  King  for 
the  benefit  of  his  much  loved  City,  we  trust  will  forever  carry  out  the 
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charitable  purpose  of  the  Donor  and  entitle  him  to  be  affectionately 
remembered  by  the  citizens  of  Newport  to  remote  generations  : 

The  Trustees  join  in  the  hope  expressed  by  Mr.  King,  that  this 
new  Library  building,  with  the  increased  advantages  it  brings  to  this 
institution,  in  company  with  the  other  gifts  made  by  Mr.  King  to  his 
native  city,  will  "bring  pleasure  and  equal  happiness  to  those  who  may 
enjoy  them  in  the  future." 

VOTED  :  That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  a  Committee  to 
communicate  with  Mr.  King,  expressing  the  appreciation  and  grati- 
tude of  the  Trustees  for  his  generosity." 

Before  accepting  this  munificent  gift,  the  Trustees  felt,  as  it  in- 
volved changes  in  the  location  of  the  Library,  in  methods  of  adminis- 
tration, in  the  character  of  service  to  the  public  and  expense  of  main- 
tenance, that  they  should  consider  the  proposition  in  all  its  bearings 
with  the  greatest  care.  The  present  location  of  the  Library  on 
Thames  Street  was  made  by  Mr.  Townsend,  in  person,  a  number  of 
years  ago,  after  much  thought;  because  of  its  central  situation, 
probably  supposing  that  it  would  be  the  permanent  home  of  the  Li- 
brary, which  he  had  founded.  Since  that  time,  the  City  has  grown  in 
extent,  both  to  the  South,  towards  Harrison  Avenue,  and  beyond,  and 
to  the  North  out  Broadway.  On  a  critical  examination  of  the  several 
deeds  of  trust,  there  is  nothing  which  legally  confines  the  Library  to 
its  original  location,  and  those  who  were  intimately  acquainted  with 
Mr.  Townsend's  broad  purposes  of  philanthrophy,  will  not  doubt  that 
he  would  wish  such  action  should  be  taken  as  would  most  effectively 
carry  out  his  gifts.  While  the  location  on  King  and  Bowery  Streets  is 
not,  in  some  respects  as  accessible  to  some  people,  as  the  present 
Library  building,  yet  considering  the  number  of  patrons  of  the  Library 
in  the  Southern  part  of  the  City,  constantly  increasing  ;  the  accessi- 
bility of  the  new  location  on  the  car  line  to  all  parts  of  the  City  ;  the 
nearness  of  the  Library  through  Jones  Street  to  Belle vue  Avenue  at 
the  Casino  ;  and  the  entire  "Hill  District"  together  with  the  ad- 
vantages to  the  school  children,  who  compose  a  large  section  of  our 
readers,  derived  from  the  surroundings  of  the  new  park  and  play- 
ground over  Thames  Street  crowded  afternoon  and  evenings,  it  seemed 
to  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  make  this  change  and  accept  Mr. 
King's  munificent  gift. 

The  homestead  of  Mr.  King  is*  a  large  and  well  designed  building 
of  the  Italian  villa  style  of  architecture,  designed  by  Upjohn,  a  cele- 
brated New  York  architect,  and  built  by  Mr.  King's  father,  the  late 
Mr.  Edward  King,  about  the  year  1845.  It  is  remarkably  well  fitted 
for  a  pnblic  building  and  especially  well  adapted  for  a  Library.  The 
first  story  of  the  house  will  require  very  little  change  to  adapt  it  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Library,  except  in  the  changes  required  to  provide 
for  a  stack  room  to  contain  the  over  thirty-seven  thousand  volumes, 
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now  belonging  to  the  Library  and  to  allow  for  the  reasonable  growth 
in  the  future. 

The  Trustees  have  employed  Messrs.  Clarke,  Howe  and  Homer, 
Architects,  of  Providence,  to  prepare  plans  for  the  necessary  changes 
to  the  building  and  as  soon  as  the  plans  are  approved,  propose  to  make 
the  alterations  and  change  the  Library  from  its  present  location  to  its 
attractive  surroundings  in  the  new  park.  The  new  building  is  sur- 
rounded on  all  sides  by  the  Park  except  on  King  Street;  the  construc- 
tion of  the  building  which  it  is  almost  impossible  to  alter,  as  well  as 
good  administration,  required  the  entrance  to  the  new  Library  to  be 
through  the  main  door-way  in  the  Park.  With  suitable  path-ways, 
capable  of  being  used  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  and  with  adequate 
provision  for  the  lighting  of  the  park  at  night,  the  magnificent  gif  c  of 
Mr.  George  Gordon  King  (including  as  it  does  provision  for  the  Civic 
League  and  the  Public  Library)  seems  to  create  a  new  civil  centre  of 
great  advantage  to  the  City  and  of  inestimable  advantage  to  all  coming 
generations. 

When  these  proposed  changes  in  the  Library  site  are  completed, 
as  we  hope  they  will  be  in  the  early  Fall,  the  Trustees  will  be  con- 
fronted with  new  problems  in  administration  and  in  additional  burdens 
upon  the  finances  of  the  Institution.  The  Library,  since  its  inception, 
has  been  practically  dependent  upon  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Townsend 
alone.  Through  prudent  management  of  those  responsible  for  the  In- 
stitution in  the  past,  the  annual  expenses  have  been  met  without  a 
general  public  solicitation  of  funds,  in  a  community  always  responsive 
to  constant  demands  upon  those  charitably  inclined.  The  greatly  in- 
creased expenses  of  maintenance  and  the  larger  opportunities  for  de- 
velopment, requiring  many  additions  to  its  facilities  will  probably  be 
more  than  the  prospective  income  of  the  Library  will  be  able  to  meet. 
If  any  deficit  thus  arises,  the  Trustees  can  only  look  to  the  general 
public,  appreciating  the  work  of  the  Institution  and  desiring  to  en- 
large its  opportunity  of  service. 

The  details  of  administration  during  the  past  year  appear  from  the 
report  of  the  Librarian  and  Treasurer.  These  indicate  the  ever  in- 
creasing usefulness  of  the  Library  under  our  present  efficient  Libra- 
rian, Miss  Luella  Katharine  Leavitt. 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty  new  persons  applied  for  registration  last 
year.  Our  readers  number  22,511  and  the  books  issued  for  home  use 
numbered  42,632  volumes.  In  various  ways,  we  have  sought  to  bring 
the  Library  in  closer  touch  with  the  community  and  endeavored  to  be 
of  greater  service  to  increasing  numbers. 

The  Trustees  desire  to  express  their  great  obligation  to  one  of 
their  number,  Mr.  William  H.  Hammett,  who  has  acted  in  a  most  effi- 
cient manner  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  for  several 
years,  but  who  has  recently  felt  compelled  to  decline  a  re-election. 
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With  the  new  Library  building,  located  in  an  attractive  Park,  free 
from  objectionable  noise  and  removed  from  danger  by  fire,  well 
adopted  to  its  new  purpose,  the  trustees  look  forward  confidently  to 
great  progress  in  the  work  to  which  they  are  dedicated,  and  they  ap- 
peal to  the  entire  community,  which  they  serve,  for  their  aid  and  sup- 
port in  enabling  the  Public  Library  to  do  what  it  may  in  the  intellec- 
tual growth  of  the  young  and  to  promote  the  sound  progress  of  the 

People.

Gentlemen:  -  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year 
1912-13.  It  is  natural  to  speak  first  of  Mr.  George  Gordon  King's 
gift  to  the  Library,  because,  fulfilling  as  it  does  the  long-cherished 
hope  of  many  citizens  for  a  new  library  building,  it  has  added  new 
and  keen  interest  to  the  work  of  the  year.  The  hearty  congratulations 
from  all  sides  which  followed  the  announcement  of  the  generous  gift, 
and  the  pleasure  expressed  by  the  people  in  anticipation  of  so  beautiful 
a  home  for  the  Library,  have  indicated  the  desirability  of  the  change, 
and  have  furnished  the  happiest  incentive  in  preparation  for  it. 

The  current  activity  of  the  year  may  be  briefly  summarized  as 
follows: 

750  new  persons  have  applied  for  registration;  our  readers  have 
numbered  22,511  and  42,632  books  have  been  issued  for  home  use.

Our  department  of  philosophy  and  psychology  has  been  notably 
strengthened  by  accessions  in  these  classes.  A  special  appropriation 
was  granted  in  August  for  this  purpose,  that  we  might  more  fully 
meet  the  requests  of  our  summer  visitors,  as  well  as  of  our  own 
readers.  Important  additions  have  also  been  made  to  the  Reference 
Room,  including  the  new  editions  of  Rand,  McNally's  Atlas  of  the 
world,  Webster's  International  dictionary,  and  the  Encyclopaedia 
Britannica. 

Fifty-five  newspapers  and  periodicals  are  currently  received  in 
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oar  reading-rooms,  of  which  fifteen  are  gifts.  We  are  indebted  to 
Mr.  William  H.  Hammett,  Rev.  Emery  H.  Porter,  D.  D.,  Dr.  Charles 
A.  Brackett,  Mr.  Richard  C.  Derby,  Mr.  William  D.  Goddard  and  Mrs. 
French  E.  Chadwick,  for  regular  contributions  to  our  reading  tables. 

The  Library  had  a  part  in  the  Child  Welfare  Exhibit  in  Providence 
in  January,  supplying  books  for  the  loan  collection,  and  the  Librarian 
serving  on  the  committee,  and  as  explainer  in  the  Library  section. 
A  photograph  of  our  children's  room  was  exhibited  by  request,  the 
People's  Library  being  one  of  only  seven  libraries  in  the  State  to 
provide  a  separate  room  for  children.  We  participated  also  in  the 
Civic  Welfare  Exhibit  held  in  Newport  in  March,  furnishing  a  library 
room,  and  illustrating  by  books,  charts,  lists,  etc.,  our  work  in  the 
community;  particularly  along  the  practical  lines  which  the  Exhibit  as 
a  whole  sought  to  emphasize.  The  book  cases  and  small  tables  in  our 
booth  were  kindly  loaned  by  the  A.  C.  Titus  Co. 

Since  July  the  Trustees  have  granted  the  request  of  the  officers 
of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  for  deposits  of  books  from 
the  People's  Library.  These  books  have  not  only  been  read  in  the 
Association  building,  but  have  been  borrowed  by  members  for  home 
use;  and  the  experiment  has  so  far  worked  well. 

Among  those  who  have  kindly  given  books  to  the  Library,  the 
following,  for  the  number  or  quality  of  their  gifts,  deserve  special 
mention:  Rev.  Emery  H.  Porter,  D.  D.,  Mrs.  Alfred  G.  Langley, 
Miss  Nina  M.  Wilks,  Miss  Eleanor  V.  Fletcher,  Mrs.  Bradford  Norman, 
Miss  Barbara  Norman,  Miss  Ethel  B.  Cornell  and  Miss  Agnes  C.  Storer. 
During  the  winter  Miss  Lorraine  A.  Sullivan  gave  her  services  to  the 
Library,  in  preparation  for  a  course  of  study  at  the  New  York  Library 
School. 

The  progress  of  the  year  has  been  marked  along  lines  which  can 
not  be  shown  by  statistics.  More  than  ever  before,  we  have  received 
applications  for  material  from  evening  classes  in  applied  science,  de- 
bating clubs,  women's  clubs,  mission  study  classes,  and  reading  circles. 
These,  with  the  constant  demand  of  the  public  and  parochial  schools, 
and  of  individual  readers  who  are  using  the  library  for  serious  pur- 
poses, have  furnished  gratifying  evidence  of  the  usefulness  of  the 
Library.  While  the  number  of  books  issued  during  the  whole  year  is 
only  2,021  larger  than  that  of  last  year,  owing  to  a  decline  in  the 
spring  and  summer  months,  there  has  been  a  decided  advance  for  the 
last  six  months,  the  circulation  since  last  October  exceeding  that  of 
any  equal  period  in  the  history  of  the  Library. 

Once  more  I  desire  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  un- 
failing kindness  and  consideration.
